MUST admit, there is something 
f very special about the Examiner’s 
editorial page Dec. 20th. In the up- 
per right-hand corner, we find a nasty 
editorial cartoon suggesting (as far as 
I can tell) that Nicaraguan President 
Daniel Ortega was acting like a 
terrorist bully when he demanded that 
the rest of the world stay the hell out 
of his country’s elections. 

Then on the left hand side, we find 
a pair of editorials that may very well 
sum up the whole hideous decade 
we’re about to leave behind. Editorial 
The First congratulates George Bush 
for sending troops to Panama — ‘‘for 
the installation of democracy, not for 
any U.S. dominance of Panama.”’ Ed- 
itorial The Second calls on the mayor 
to clear those pesky homeless people 
out of Golden Gate Park — you 
know, the ones who ‘“‘for whatever 
reasons, prefer to live outdoors.’’ 

For reasons that I may never quite 
understand, I keep thinking of a col- 
umn my friend Jim Boylan wrote for 
my college newspaper ten years ago, 
back when Jimmy Carter seemed like 
a pretty bad president and the 
Panama Canal Treaty was about as 
abstract as the economic theories of 
folks with names like Laffer. The 
headline of Jim’s column summed up 
the crux of his argument perfectly, in 
just three short words (I wrote it 
myself). It read: Nuke the Eighties. 

And that is all I want to say about 
the end of the decade. 

The end of 1989, on the other 
hand, is something we’re quite willing 
to discuss. It was a strange year, start- 
ing with the ascension of George Bush 
to the Oval Office and ending with 
one of the most remarkable waves of 
democratic revolution in history 
sweeping eastern Europe. In between, 
there was enough weirdness to fill 
several volumes — but we’ve managed to 
boil it down to a few short pages. Our 
cover story this week is The Offies. 

The real credit for the Offies 
belongs to Linda Ehrlich, who shares 
with me the title of Offies Czar (hey, 


* with fascist dictatorships crumbling 


all over the world, somebody has to 
preserve tradition). In her other life, 
Linda is the Guardian’s credit 
manager — the one who does her best 
to collect the money people owe us as 
quickly as possible and to delay pay- 
ing any of the bills before it is 
absolutely necessary. We realized a 
few years ago that she had the best 
sense of humor in the building. 

Linda and I decided early on that 
there were some things we just 
wouldn’t touch this time around — 
like The End of the Decade, Zsa Zsa 
Gabor, John Denver, Pete Rose, 
Donald Trump, Billy Joel, Leona 
Helmsley and Sylvestor Stallone. Just 
because we’re such nice folks, we also 
left out Herb Caen, Phil Matier & 
Andrew Ross, Eileen Maloney, Jim 
Gonzalez, Arlo Smith and Bob 
Burton. And a few others. 

Somehow, it still left a fair amount 
of turf. 

So here are the Offies — the 
strangest of the year that was among 
the strangest of the decade. Rejoice: 
It’s over. Things have to start 
looking up sometime.

From Vietnam to Panama 


2 beneficent intervention on behalf of a demo- 

cratic movement of national liberation sup- 
ported by the overwhelming majority of the 
Panamanian people? 

Was the president’s decision to send U.S. 
troops to the tiny isthmus a valid use of his power 
as commander in chief that should be supported 
by all loyal Americans? 

Will the action turn out to be a military and 
political victory that helps the U.S. promote 
legitimate strategic interests, expand democracy 
and undercut the international drug trade? - 

Or has George Bust just blundered into another 
messy quagmire that will cost hundreds of lives, fur- 
ther damage the reputation of the United States in 
Central America and drag on for months without 
accomplishing much of anything? 

Just a few days after the invasion, the answers to 
those questions are becoming all too clear. 

These days, it’s not hard to imagine what a real 
democratic national liberation movement looks 
like. We’re seeing the pictures on television every 
night, beamed from Berlin, and Prague, and War- 
saw, and Bucharest. People dancing in the streets, 
crowding by the tens of thousands into town squares 
and city centers. People cheering wildly as activists 
who have spent years in hiding, in prison orin silence 
have become national leaders. People proclaiming 
with virtual unanimity their pleasure in seeing the 
old, corrupt regime driven from power. 

And what are we seeing in Panama? An ap- 
parent majority of the citizens denouncing the 
United States. A new civilian leader cowering ina 
bunker, protected by U.S. troops. A state of 
emergency enforced with a dawn-to-dusk 
military curfew. Widespread looting. Roving 
gangs of armed thugs taking potshots at soldiers. 
A military despot safely in hiding, despite the ef- 
forts of about 25,000 members of what looks an 
awful lot like an army of occupation. 

“‘Operation Just Cause”’ is already looking pretty 
bad — and like most instances of gunboat diplo- 
macy, we suspect it’s just going to get worse. 


i STHE United States military action in Panama 


Noriega. That’s probably the most important 

thing George Bush has going for him. 
Noriega is a brutal, dictatorial egomaniac. He’s 
also, according to the Justice Department, part of 
a massive international conspiracy to import co- 
caine to the United States. And until recently, he 
controlled one of the world’s most important 
waterways. 

The thought of turning over the Panama Canal 
in two years to a vicious, unpredictable thug, it’s 
fair to assume, did not make the White House ter- 
ribly happy. The prospect of using military force to 
oust an unpopular tyrant who was also an alleged 
drug baron clearly appealed to the administration 
spin doctors’ keen nose for good p.r. If it worked, 
it might even blow away the lingering stench from 
that bungled assassination effort a few months 
ago. It might even take people’s minds off the 
transformation of eastern Europe — and the fact 
that the United States government was almost en- 
tirely unprepared for the changes there. 

For the Pentagon, which is rapidly running out 
of enemies to fight (and facing the possibility of 
massive budget cuts), the prospect of an easy, 
popular assault on a crummy little dictator in a tiny 
little country — another Grenada, a war we almost 
couldn’t help but win — had to be appealing. 

In other words, it shaped up as a lovely little war 
all around. Save, that is, for the people of Panama 
(more than 240 killed and at least 1,000 wounded as 
of Dec. 22nd, most of them civilians), for the U.S. 
soldiers sent into combat (at least 20 dead and more 
than 200 wounded) and for the citizens of the 
United States, who were seeing their nation’s 
leaders once again drag them into a military en- 
gagement that brought on the anger of most of the 
world, defied the constitutional balance of powers 
— and seemed to be doing very little good. 

The complaints that have echoed through the 
Organization of American States, the United Na- 
tions Security Council and most major national 
capitals in the past few days have been based, for 
the most part, on a fairly simple (and eminently

logical) premise: The fact that the United States ' 


doesn’t happen to like the current leadership of 
Panama is no justification for an invasion. And the 
fact that General Noriega wouldn’t just lay down 
his arms and give up is no justification for placing a 
$1 million bounty on his head. 


Washington, who has been through all of 

this before more times than she cares to re- 
member, was the only reporter to raise the crucial 
question at the White House press conference an- 
nouncing the invasion Dec. 20th. 

“Under what authority is the president sending 
troops into combat?” she asked Bush’s spokesman, 
Marlin Fitzwater. Doesn’t the Constitution of this 
country give Congress the power to declare war? 

Fitzwater ducked and dodged, and that was 
about all that was said on the matter. But it’s hard- 
ly asilly or irrelevant question: When the president 
takes military action without going through the 
process of seeking and gaining a clear mandate 
from Congress, the United States generally seems 
to wind up getting into serious trouble. 

Rep. Don Edwards of San Jose (one of the two 
Bay Area congresspeople with the integrity to op- 
pose the intervention) put it rather well. ‘‘I’ve been 
watching this all of my life,’’ he told the San Jose 
Mercury News. ‘“‘If youadd them up, you’ll find 50 
to 100 incidents like this in Central America. It’s 
never done any good. 

“Tt appears to be a trigger-happy act of gunboat 
diplomacy that continues our mindless 100-year 
abuse of small Central American nations,’’ 
Edwards continued. ‘‘There was no danger to our 
national security from this small, weak country, 
nor was the Panama Canal in real peril. But, by this 
act of war, President Bush has invited attacks on 
the canal and, oncemore, has created for all the na- 
tions of Latin America the ugly image of Yankee 
imperialism.’’ Indeed, as a few military analysts 
have begun to point out on late-night news shows, 
Noriega and a small band of well-armed loyalists 
could easily take to the hills, hide for an indefinite 
period of time from the U.S. forces — and, with 
just a few pieces of artillery (from among the many 
that he clearly had access to), render the canal vir- 
tually impassible.

jectives of this action were to capture 

Noriega, to ensure the defense of the canal, 
to install a democratic civilian government in 
Panama and to protect the lives of U.S. citizens. 
The results, as of our holiday season press dead- 
line, Dec. 22nd, look like this: 
® Noriega is at large, and, if anything, has gained 
popularity and support. Prospects for finding and 
arresting him are bleak. 
®@ The canal, for the first time in many, many years, 
may be unsafe for civilian and military shipping. 
@ The lives of at least 22 U.S. citizens have been 
lost, and an unknown number of others are miss- 
ing. The toll is certain to keep climbing. 
@ The government of Panama is in shambles, and 
anarchy reigns in the streets. There is little apparent 
popular support for the leaders the U.S. has in- 
stalled, and only a major, ongoing commitment of 
military forces will keep the new president in power. 
@ At atime when the Soviet Union is winning ap- 
plause for its willingness to allow popular demo- 
cratic movements to topple dictatorships in eastern 
Europe, the United States is facing almost univer- 
sal condemnation for playing the same old im- 
perialistic games in Central America. 

A tip of the hat and a big bowl of Christmas 
cheer to Don Edwards and Ron Dellums, the only 
two local congresspeople who have taken strong 
stands against the intervention. Barbara Boxer, 
Nancy Pelosi and George Miller, who have always 
prided themselves on opposing U.S. intervention 
in El Salvador and Nicaragua, ought to be embar- 
rassed: Their shortsighted support of the Bush in- 
vasion will only come back to haunt them. 

We’ve been saying it since the early days of the 
Vietnam War, and we'll say it again today: These 
unilateral presidential military actions may look 
great at first, but the shine starts to wear off quickly 
as the death toll mounts, the war drags on and the 
goals we set out to accomplish just seem to get fur- 
ther and further away.

The Forests Forever Initiative 


Jim Balderston’s otherwise excellent piece on 
the impending destruction of California’s largest 
unprotected virgin forest (Disaster of the Week, 
Dec. 20th) neglected to mention the newly- 
organized statewide initiative campaign to save it. 

The Forests Forever Initiative would require 
state acquisition, financed by a $691 million bond 
issue, of the threatened 3,000-acre Headwaters 
Forest and other ancient forests throughout the 
state that provide habitat for rare and endangered 
species. In addition, the initiative would ban clear- 
cutting on all state-regulated forest land — over 7.2 
million acres. 

But the initiative will only get on the ballot if sup- 
porters (including the Sierra Club, Friends of the 
River, David Brower and many others) gather 
600,000 signatures in a petition drive slated to 
begin in the first week in January.

Protest nuclear weapons 

tests: Sixty-five inlesoe north of 
Las Vegas, a Nevada area as 
big as the state of Rhode 
Island has been hit over the 
years by more than 700 
nuclear weapons. In addition

Shoshone people, the tests 
have caused environmental 
destruction and health prob- 
lems.

Navy quietly sheds nukes: 
Greenpeace, through a 
freedom-of-information 
request, has learned that the 
U.S. Navy has retired two 
types of nuclear missiles, 
reducing the number of 
nuclear-capable U.S. surface 
vessels from 187 to 49. Forty- 
eight of California’s 105 ships 
will lose their nuclear capa- 
bility, including four in the Bay 
Area. 3 

It took a peace group to pry 
this information out of the 
Navy, according to William M. 
Arkin, director of the Green- 
peace Nuclear Information 
Unit, because ‘The Navy is so 
afraid of even giving a hint that 
they are engaged in anything 
remotely associated with naval 
arms control.” 

While rejecting Soviet 
proposals, however, the Navy, 
“has been eliminating nuclear 
weapons faster than the 
Soviet Navy because it no 
longer sees much value or 
need for them,” said Joshua 
Handler, chief researcher for 
Greenpeace’s Nuclear Free 
Seas campaign. In fact, 
Greenpeace points out, the 
Soviet Navy has not reduced 
the number of its nuclear- 
capable surface ships. In its 
statement releasing the 
information, Greenpeace 
called on the Soviet govern- 
ment to back up its proposals 
with “real reductions,” and for 
the U.S. to ‘‘reconsider the 
detrimental effects of 
nuclearizing our surface Navy, 
just as the world situation 
demands a reduction.”

OAKLAND WON'T 
CHALLENGE 
HAZARDOUS 
SHIPMENT 


THE OAKLAND City Council’s Dec. 
22nd decision not to challenge the ship- 
ment of 21 tons of hazardous uranium 
hexafloride through Oakland was not a 
surprise. Ten days earlier, about 200 
Nuclear Free Zone supporters had turned 
out for a City Council hearing on the 
question of whether to resist the shipment. 
The meeting itself raised another question: 
whether the council and city staff had the 
will to implement Oakland’s Nuclear Free 
Zone ordinance 

On Nov. 7th, Hyundai Merchant 
Marine — in accordance with Oakland’s 
Nuclear Free Zone ordinance and Depart- 
ment of Transportation regulations — 
notified the City’s Emergency Services 
Manager, Henry Renteria, of the plan to 
move the uranium hexafloride through 
Oakland roadways. 

It was the first such notice of a 
radioactive shipment since the passage of 
Oakland’s embattled Nuclear Free Zone 
ordinance (Measure T), now the target of 
a Justice Department lawsuit. So 
Hyundai’s shipment is the first practical 
test of the transportation provisions of the 
ordinance. 

The City Council had two basic policy 
questions to resolve: How hazardous is this 
shipment? and Does the city have the author- 
ity to do something about it? Despite the 
importance of these issues, the Council 
seemed unable to get the information it 
needed to make those judgments. 

(Uranium hexafloride is the stuff the 
fuel of nuclear reactors and bombs are 
made of. According to Geoffrey Sea, 
director of In Vivo: Radiation Response 
— aradiation and health consulting firm, 
“above forty degrees the material would 
become a gaseous cloud to be carried by 
the wind. The material can be inhaled or 
absorbed easily by the skin. Chemically, 
uranium behaves like lead, causing lead’s 
well-known damage to the central nervous 
system and kidneys. Radiologically, it will 
increase long-term risks of bone, blood, 
kidney cancers and cancers of the digestive 
tract. We don’t want to exaggerate the 
danger, however. They could be shipping 
this material as powder or metal and it 
would be a lot safer.’’) 

The Dec. 12th council meeting got off 
to a bad start. For a time, Emergency 
Services Manager Henry Renteria and City 


_ Attorney Jane Williams both questioned 


whether there should be a public hearing 
at all. And when the public comment 
began, it was difficult to determine who 
was listening. With the exception of the 
indomitable Wilson Riles Jr., the Council- 
members seemed to be having out-of-body 
experiences. ‘“You have to remember that 
the rest of the City Council opposed the 
passage of the Nuclear Free Zone,’’ says 
Councilmember Wilson Riles, a proponent 
of Measure T. 

‘*The city’s staff is doing the absolute 
minimum they can get away with in 
implementing Measure T,’’ he added. ‘‘I 
have been fairly specific with staff about 
the kinds of information and actions we 
need but they seem unwilling to implement 
the vote of the people.” 

Steve Bloom, a representative of the 


Nuclear Free Alameda campaign and 
principal author of Bay Area Nuclear Free 
Zone ordinances, was even more blunt. 
“It is my opinion that Henry Renteria’s 
appointment was a message to city staff, 
which is: Don’t take this (Nuclear Free 
Zone implementation) process seriously. 
I’ve waited patiently for over a year for 
some serious attempts at implementation 
and thus far it hasn’t happened.”’ 

Renteria for his part said he’s been 
operating in good faith: ‘‘We’ve been 
maintaining an open door policy with the 
Free Zone people.”’ 

What could the staff have told the City 
Council that would have affected the 
decision? To begin with, the city’s staffers 
didn’t tell the City Council that Measure T 
wasn’t the only vehicle for regulatory relief 
available to them, should they decide that 
they wanted to challenge the shipment. 
Other agencies with jurisdiction over such 
shipments are the U.S. Department of 
Transportation and the California High- 
way Patrol. 

In addition, according to the federal 
Hazardous Materials Transportation Act 
of 1974, the city has the right to regulate 
radioactive materials transportation. 

Finally, no one chose to remind the 
council that it has its own history of 
successfully opposing similar shipments. 
Oakland had already successfully banned a 
planned shipment of spent fuel from 
Taiwan in 1986 — a full two years before 
the passage of Prop T. 

After an hour and a half of debate, staff 
reports and public testimony, the council, 
goaded by Riles, stumbled on a modest 
plan. The first resolution asks the Depart- 
ments of Energy and Transportation not to 
ship the uranium hexafloride through Oak- 
land. The second, fall-back request is that if 
the shipment goes through Oakland, it 
avoid heavy-traffic hours and move on and 
off docks quickly. 

._ The raucous hour-and-a-half debate 
provided compelling evidence that 
Oakland’s Nuclear Free Zone proponents 
had made a significant impression. 

The most striking fact of the meeting 
was the failure of the city’s staff to prepare 
adequately for the council — and the 
council’s failure to challenge the lack of 
information. In that context, Nuclear Free 
Zone activists lost an important oppor- 
tunity to increase public support and 
official awareness — by failing to 
provide the city councilmembers with the 
information they needed. 

Note: A followup staff-report to the 
council at its meeting Dec. 19th revealed 
little new information, except that Mr. 
Renteria learned that it is the Department of 
Transportation alone that sets the nation’s 
interstate nuclear routes — but he could 
have read that in the Bay Guardian three 
weeks ago. (see Bay Guardian, 11/29/89.)

COMMUNITY 
COALITION SEEKS 
HELP FROM 
JAPANESE BANKS 


A COALITION of consumer, minority 
and women’s groups, frustrated by 
California banks’ lack of investment in 
some communities, is looking for help 
from an unusual source: Japan. Last 
month the Greenlining Coalition issued an 
invitation to Japanese banks to “‘take over

American banks that are incapable or 
unwilling to serve minority communities.”’ 

It’s an odd situation — community 
activists looking to form alliances with 
giant multinational corporations that 
ultimately will be taking their profits out 
of the community and out of the country. 

But the coalition of sixteen 
organizations (including California 
Council of Urban Leagues, Chinese for 
Affirmative Action, Coalition of Bay Area 
Woman-Owned Businesses, Consumer 
Action, Filipino-American Political Asso- 
ciation, League of United Latin American 
Citizens and others) argues that American 
banks, on the whole, still practice redlining 
— denying credit and other banking 
services to particular communities, usually 
minority or low-income communities. 

The group’s Nov. 29th statement cites 
1989 studies by the Federal Reserve Bank 
of Boston and the mayor of Oakland. 

“Last year,’’ stated David Glover, 
executive director of the member group 
Oakland Citizens Committee for Urban 
Renewal, ‘‘the four largest American- 
owned banks headquartered in California 
had less than 1 percent of their loan port- 
folios invested in the black or Hispanic 
communities.’’ 

As a model for the banking policies it 
advocates, the coalition cites a plan 
developed by the 77-percent-Japanese- 
owned California First Bank (now Union 
Bank), when it acquired Union Bank in 
1988. At the time of the merger, bank 
management met several times with the 
Greenlining Coalition. 

The bank’s five-year plan, which the 
coalition calls the ‘‘Good Neighbor Green- 
lining Plan,’’ sets goals for 
®@ Including minorities and women in the 
board of directors and upper management 
@ Awarding contracts to qualified 
minority- and women-owned businesses 
® Setting aside millions of dollars in loans 
for low- and moderate-income housing 
and other community needs 
@ Developing multilingual services 
® Aiming philanthropic efforts at the 
housing and economic development needs 
of minorities and low-income people. 

Mike Cowell, assistant vice president for 
public relations at Union Bank, said the 
bank does not see the plan as altruism. 
‘‘We are not do-gooders,”’ he told the Bay 
Guardian. ‘‘This is just good business.’’ 

Because of these commitments, when 
California First requested government 
permission to acquire Union Bank, the 
Greenlining Coalition wrote a letter of 
support. 

George Dean of the Urban League told 
the Bay Guardian the coalition will 
continue to act as a banking watchdog 
organization, monitoring bank requests 
for permission to merge with or acquire 
other banks. Such requests provide a 
leverage point at which community groups 
can intervene. The government may refuse 
the bank’s request for a merger or 
acquisition if a group can demonstrate that 
the bank has not adequately served the 
community, or specifically has failed to 
meet the Community Reinvestment 
Act requirement of serving the credit 
needs of the entire community. 

In November, the coalition asked the 
federal regulating agency, the Office of the 
Comptroller of the Currency, to block 
Wells Fargo’s acquisition of American 
National Bank, and requested a hearing, 
at which it intends to prove Wells Fargo 
unworthy of acquiring American National. 

Betty Lattie, vice president of public - 
relations at Wells Fargo, told the Bay 





Guardian that government regulators have 
already approved several Wells Fargo : 
acquisition requests, most recently this 
fall’s acquisition of the Valley National 
Bank of Glendale, Calif. She added that 
since 1986, Wells Fargo has made $281 
million in Community Reinvestment Act 
loans to low- and moderate-income 
families and businesses. 

Although the coalition is turning to 
Japan’s banks, it also targets Japanese 
banks it says practice redlining. Earlier this 
month, the coalition intervened in the 
merger of two Japanese banks: Mitsui 
Bank Ltd. of Tokyo and Taiyo Kobe Bank 
& Trust of New York. ‘‘Japanese banks 
are no better than American banks in 
redlining, but they have more capital,” 
Gamboa said. 

The coalition is also trying to enlist the 
support of the Japanese government —- its 
representatives met with Japanese Foreign 
Minister Taro Nakayama to ask for his 
help in setting up a meeting with the CEOs 
of the 12 largest Japanese banks. 

Kenneth Rogoff, a specialist in interna- 
tional finance at the University of Califor- 
nia at Berkeley, said the coalition’s plans to 
supplant American banks with Japanese 
capital could work on a small scale. “‘If 
they [the Greenlining Coalition] can talk the 
Japanese into channeling their money that 
way, more power to them,”’ he said. 

He added that Japan is trying to ‘‘move 
into a new role in the world community. 
You need a moral basis to do that.’’ 
Small-scale investment in America’s 
minority communities could help provide 
that moral basis, Rogoff said. 

But he predicted that the Japanese 
would probably not extend this effort to 
the point of making large-scale banking 
acquisitions in the United States. “‘I don’t 
think the Japanese banks are goingto _ 
make a huge business decision like that, 
and take over, say, Bank of America,’’ he 
said. ‘‘They’re not going to invest $50 
billion to expedite a $1 billion charity 
situation.”

DISASTER 
OF THE WEEK 


The U.S. Invasion of 
Panama is just the latest ina 
long series of military, 
economic and political actions 
through which the United 
States government has con- 
trolled Latin America. 

Most recently the 
U.S.-backed Contras in Nicar- 
agua and the U.S.-backed 
regime in El Salvador have 
been the targets of people 
committed to opposing this 
U.S. intervention — and this 
country's overt support for 
governments and soldiers who 
have routinely murdered 
thousands of civilians and 
political opponents. 

In Panama, however, the 
current U.S. invasion is sup- 
posedly justified by the fact 
that this time, by almost 
universal consensus (outside 
Panama), our government is 
clearly going after the bad 
guy. The same kind of bad guy 
we often find the U.S. sup- 
porting — a guy the U.S. 
government, in fact, did sup- 
port until recently. 

This argument does not 
seem to have made much of 
an impression on activists 
committed to opposing the 
almost-two-century-old pattern 
of U.S. intervention in Latin 
America. Most agree that na- 
tional sovereignty is national 
sovereignty, whether or not 
North Americans approve. So 
several hundred turned out 
Wednesday evening to protest 
the invasion and occupation of 
Panama. 

Thursday's Examiner ran a 
photograph of the marchers. 
And what was the most 
prominent image? 

You guessed it: a huge 
placard stating: ‘'Noriega, we 
love you.” 

A Chronicle article ap- 
peared the same day, sans 
photograph. It noted that ‘‘the 
crowd chanted and waved 
banners that read ‘U.S. Out of 
Panama’ and ‘Noriega We 
Love You.’ " 

A spokeswoman for the 
Committee in Solidarity with 
the People of El Salvador told 
the Bay Guardian there was 
only One person in the 
Wednesday march who was a 
Noriega supporter. Funny 
how that person made it into 
both papers. 

“Noriega is not the issue,”’ 
the representative for CISPES 
said. ‘‘The real issue is the 
Panama Canal and that the 
U.S. wants to maintain control 
of the Panama Canal.” ~ 

She also said the invasion 
of Panama had serious 
implications for other 
governments in Latin America. 
“It is an issue of national 
sovereignty,’’ she said. ‘We 
see this as a testing ground 
and possible precursor to an 
invasion of El Salvador, and 
possibly Nicaragua. 

“That is why it is important 
for us to protest,” she 
continued. And why it may be 
very important for the folks 
down at the Chron/Ex to 
attempt to discredit anti- 
intervention protesters by 
attempting to associate them 
with the bad guy.

Arlo’s spin doctors. 


IT WAS a curious set of stories that 
appeared in San Francisco’s daily papers 
last week concerning District Attorney 
Arlo Smith’s ongoing investigation into 
the financing of that now-infamous anti- 
ballpark flier. 

The first story, in the Dec. 19th issue of 
the Chronicle, quoted Mayor Agnos 
saying he would bring the ballpark issue 
back before the voters in June if the 
investigation showed that the election-eve 
flier was financed illegally. 

Agnos, you will recall, has repeatedly 
charged that Sacramento developer and 
sports impressario Gregg Lukenbill 
secretly funneled money to the sponsors of 
the anti-ballpark flier in a covert effort to 
attract the Giants to Sacramento, a charge 
that Lukenbiil has repeatedly denied. 

Now, there are some serious questions 
about the mayor’s charge — like, for 
example, the fact that Lukenbill is a 
business partner of Angelo Tsakopoulos, 
Agnos’s friend and political mentor. 
Among other things, we’ve asked in recent 
stories whether Agnos and his pro- 
ballpark campaign manager, Richie Ross 
(also a buddy of Tsakopoulos) might have 
actually set the whole thing up, 
intentionally funneling out-of-town money 
into the anti-ballpark campaign at the last 
minute to give themselves a burst of 
election-day publicity — and conceivably, an 
excuse for bringing the issue back if it lost. 

The dailies, which ran the mayor’s 
charges on the front page on election day, 
have essentially ignored the issue ever 
since. But suddenly, stories began 
appearing again last week — stories that look 
distinctly as if they came from the same 
single source, Deputy District Attorney 
George Beckwith. 

Consider Chronicle reporter Kathy 
Bodovitz’s Dec. 20th story. There were no 
named sources discussing the investigation, 
but Bodovitz hinted fairly clearly at where 
her information came from. 

“Sources close to the investigation said 
yesterday that although officials have 
subpoenaed bank records and other 
documents, their probe is moving slowly 
because of a lack of cooperation from 
those being questioned,’’ she wrote. 

Their probe? Uh huh. 

Now consider Examiner reporter 
Andrew Ross’s story, which appeared the 
same day. Beckwith was quoted as saying 
that his office was ‘looking for evidence 
of laundering money to this campaign, 
including perjuries, which are felonies.”’ 
Ross also cited unnamed sources ‘‘close to 
the investigation’ that detailed the scope 
of the inquiry. 

Fascinating: Where would such juicy 
details come from if not from the D.A.’s 
Office itself? I can tell you from personal 
experience that the folks on the other end 
of the inquiry (like Starr and consultant 
Rich Schlackman, who normally is very 
open and talkative to the press) are 
absolutely, unequivocally unavailable, 
even to the most persistent of reporters, 
and their lawyers are acting like — well, 
like lawyers. I’ve been digging around on 
this one for weeks, and I’ve heard an 
awful lot of ‘‘no comments.” 

But now that the story is out, could the 
D.A.’s Office be trying to control the 
public perception of the investigation, and 
put pressure on those who have to date 
refused to discuss the case? Could Arlo 
Smith be trying to curry favor with the 
mayor, who needs some public evidence 
(even unfounded, “leaked” evidence from 


sources who won’t be named) to bolster 
his efforts to revive the ballpark? After all, 
Smith badly needs help in his foundering 
campaign for attorney general. 
Maybe... .But then, according to one 
report, if that’s what Smith is up to, he’s 
wasting his time. A normally reliable 
source — yes, unnamed, so treat it with 
the usual grain of salt — reports that 
Agnos has already decided not to endorse 
Smith, and to stay neutral in the race. 


Vacancy control push 

LOOK FOR tenant activists to turn up the 
heat on the Board of Supervisors early in 
the year. Frustrated by delays on the ap- 
proval of both vacancy control legislation 
and amendments to the Residential Hotel 
Ordinance, tenant organizations plan to 
put the issues in front of the Land Use 
Committee and force its members, Super- 
visors Terence Hallinan, Doris Ward and 
Wendy Nelder, to vote. 

Ward has been accused of delaying the 
RHO hearing, thereby stopping the 
legislation, a charge she has adamantly 
denied. The issue is slated to come to the 
committee sometime in January. 

Meanwhile, vacancy control legislation 
has stalled due to the lack of a voting 
quorum at Land Use. Hallinan can’t vote, 
due to a conflict of interest, and that 
means that both Ward and Nelder must be 
present. The last time the issue came up, 
back in September, Nelder was unexpected- 
ly out of town, thereby delaying the vote. 
The leaders of the pro-vacancy control 
drive have been awfully patient with Nelder 
— but the rank and file is getting antsy. 

So instead of waiting for Nelder to agree to 
support the legislation, tenant activists may 
just put the package before the committee, 
forcing Nelder to take a stand, and let the 
chips fall as they may. 

That would put Nelder in a tight spot. 
She has supported vacancy control in the 
past, but seems distinctly unhappy with the 
plan this year. She is, however, seeking re- 
election next fall, and the loss of the tenant 
vote could severely damage her campaign. 


The Hongisto perplex 
SUPERVISOR RICHARD Hongisto’s 
recent announcement that he plans to run 
for assessor attracted some 200 people. 

The announcement was hardly a secret, 
but now that it’s formal, it sets off some 
interesting scenarios that have local 
politicos buzzing. 

The election for assessor is in June. If 
no candidate gets a majority, a run-off is 
held in November. The newly elected 
assessor takes office in January. 

If Hongisto wins outright, will he hold 
onto his seat on the board until January? 
Or will he resign in June, giving Agnos 
the right to appoint a replacement, who 
could then run as an incumbent in the fall? 
Hongisto has already obtained Agnos’ s en- 
dorsement for the race, thereby scaring off 
all but the most serious of potential 
challengers. Did the mayor and the super- 
visor discuss the potential scenarios before 
the endorsement? Hongisto’s an indepen- 
dent sort and not apt to cut secret deals, but 
that endorsement was critical. Hongisto’s 
Office said the mayor has not called to 
discuss the matter, but that doesn’t mean he 
won’t sometime in the future.

Imprisoned by dreams: 
Reagan, Focus and consumer media

Editor’s note: /n the wake of the decision by KQED to form 
a joint agreement with KRON to produce a news show on 
Channel 32, Gray Brechin, a former columnist for KQED’s 
magazine, San Francisco Focus, was moved to describe some 
of the attitudes San Francisco’s public televison station has 
toward journalism. 


IHE CHRONICLE’S newest columnist recently con- 

fided to her readers that the last magazine she had 

worked for lacks substance because advertising drives 
its editorial policies. The topic is so potentially rich that I 
wished she had gone further and talked about our mutual 
stint at San Francisco Focus, where we watched from the in- 
side as that phenomenon developed. 

That’s when consumer journalism took over, falling like 
designer shrouds on the alleged integrity of the free press. 
The very purpose of consumer journalism, after all, isto pro- 
duce the perfect shopper. 

Focus, you may remember, was once the house organ of 
an educational TV station, a nonprofit educational TV sta- 


tion at that, Trouble was, it was a money drain — at atime 


when Reaganauts back in D.C., all too aware of how educa- 
tion erodes their electoral base, were hacking away with 
machetes at federal funding for public broadcasting. Cable 
TV, too, was invading the ecological niche that educa- 
tional TV once had all to itself. KQED had no choice but to 
turn a trick or two, or fifty, if it was to continue bringing 
quality programming and pledge breaks to its viewers. It 
would, in fact, have to go commercial without saying so. 

That’s where the editorial boys from the Berkeley Barb 
came in. They had tired of Gallo hearty burgundy and spa- 
ghetti just when they were invited over from the East Bay to 
jazz up the old house organ. Why not use KQED’s upscale 
subscriber list as the rocket fuel for a successful city maga- 
zine, they reasoned? Why not turn Focus into a virtual Com- 
stock Lode of advertising on the model of New York Mag- 
azine and enjoy the perks that came with it? 

And that, of course, is just what they did. For a freelance 
writer weary of the old check’s-in-the-mail routine, clock- 
work payment from the KQED payroll office was like enter- 
ing the promised land. Likewise the opportunity to write on 
substantive issues like Kesterson and Philip Johnson and ur- 
ban growth and land speculation. 

Did I say speculation? Now let’s not get carried away with 
this First Amendment stuff, Gray. 

Evolution is a pitiless process, and some species get left 
behind. Over the years, my own ideas on the environment 
and cities were changing, and so was Focus. 

The Chronicle’s columnist noted ‘‘now advertisers pay the 
bills, and the magazines print what advertisers like to see next 
to the ads.”’ An article, in layout, quickly trails out to single- 
column width to lead the reader through a wonderland of 
unspoiled beaches, Vuitton luggage, name hair sylists and 
the other necessities of life. You don’t want to give your 
reader a bumpy ride through that paradise. 

The smart editor recognizes this. Can’t you write that 
beautiful stuff you used to write? my editor at Focus im- 
plored me. Somehow, it just didn’t flow the way it used to, as 
I noticed the world growing uglier, hotter, deader and de- 
cidedly unwiser by the minute. I guess I was losing my sense 
of humor. 

In my mind, the little mess at Kesterson that I’d helped to 
reveal in 1984 spread itself throughout the toxic Central Val- 
ley and ramified across a hemisphere whose dirty skies are 
now nearly empty of birds. This spreading death has some- 
thing to do with those Vuitton bags, that certain sense of style 
sans responsibility. It has something to do with television, 
yes, and with all the glossy magazines whose real message is so 
contrary to the intent of KQED’s beguiling nature shows. 

My column became more strident as Focus became any- 
thing but. “‘Cityscapes’’ was like finding a piece of broken 
glass in your gourmet sorbet. Articles began to be killed, and 
then there was the furor set off by a column of mine that 
Focus did print, on what was about to happen to San Bruno 
Mountain. Development consultant and one-time supervi- 
sorial candidate Mark Buell wrote to the editor that he 
couldn’t “‘help but question an article which, in the first par- 
agraph, uses the term ‘peculiar violence’ in reference to the 
surrounding urban area.’’ 

For an encore, I decided to do a column on the USS 
Missouri. Call me a malcontent, but the sordid history of lies 
concocted by the plutonium priests bothers me, as do their 
experiments on civilians and servicemen. I dared to mention 


these issues in the debate on the old porkbarrel dreadnaught. 
I submitted the article, was told by superiors that it was 
“inappropriate,” and walked. (The article was published in 
the Bay Guardian, 8/21/87). You see, I’d thought it was the 
job of a columnist to express an opinion — but after all, this 
was not an opinion about how hard it is for a neurotic to get 
laid in San Francisco. There’s a market for that. 

When Focus publisher Earl Adkins left the magazine last 
year, it was only natural to move Advertising Sales Director 
Susie McCormick across the hall into his office. The change 
was only a formality. 

The media kit that Focus gives to all its advertisers says it 
all. A full-color editorial calendar displays monthly themes: 
Six months are principally devoted to fashion, style or in- 
terior decoration. Three are dedicated to fine eating and al- 
cohol, one to travel, one to partying and one to Frisco nar-

cissism, though all are standard themes in the monthly 
editorial fugue. 

That’s what potential advertisers like to see. Ditto the 
demographics, which boast that ‘‘an impressive one-quarter 
of our subscriber households have incomes of $100,000 or 
more,”’ and ‘‘Focus subscribers have used their credit cards 
at least three times as often as the average Western adult in the 
past three months.”’ In short, the Focus reader is the ideal con- 
sumer, and is getting what he or she needs to know about 
what to consume to be absolutely up-to-the-minute. Like 
commercial TV, the glossy magazine’s function is to provoke, 
not thought, but insatiable appetite. KQED weeds out di- 
luting statistics by offefing low-income rates to viewers who 
get only the program guide, minus the magazine. 

Not only the magazine is changing at KQED, as it gradual- 
ly adds advertising to its programming. Today between 
shows you will see Smuckers Jam, museum-quality watches 
and luxury automobiles and hear about the lucrative virtues 
of investment houses. 

Toitscredit, KQED recently ran a provocative Bill Moyers 
show, heavy in both form and substance. ‘The Public 
Mind”’ dealt with the impact of advertising-driven media on 
the nation’s politics. As disturbing issues vanish in a whirl of 
sound bites and comforting images, Moyers concludes that 
western media have created an illusory world, diverging from 
what is actually happening at a rate now approaching the 
speed of light. 

I thought about that as I watched East Germans on T.V., 
walking through the wall they brought down. One can’t help 
respecting those people. They, at least, knew that they were 
imprisoned in a dream of their leaders’ making, and it was 
killing them. 





Note: Gray Brechin refers to ‘‘the little mess at Kersterson 
that I’d helped to reveal in 1984.” For readers who don’t 
remember that many environmental scandals back, Kersterson 
was a combination wildlife refuge and dump for used irriga- 
tion water. The problem was, that combination didn’t work 
very well: soon deformed and dead wildlife called humans’ 
attention to the fact that the irrigation waste water was highly 
toxic, mainly because it leached from the soil a toxic, natural 
salt, selenium. Not only the wildlife, but nearby ranches were 
destroyed, and the health of nearby residents damaged. 

Most of the irrigation water came from factory farms 
growing subsidized cotton and owned by giant corporations 
like Southern Pacific and Chevron. 

In revealing this situation, Brechin said, ‘“‘The real hero 
was a whistleblower in the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service, 
Felix Smith.”” Publicity by Smith and Brechin helped stop 
the flow of toxic water to Kesterson. ‘‘It only took about a 
year,’’ Brechin recalled. 

Now, however, he added, similar waste water/wildlife 
areas exist all over the West. “‘This is one of the reasons the 
birds have vanished,”’ he said. ‘‘They’re landing on poison. 
That’s all the water left for them.’

COCOONING WITH 
COUSCOUS 


La Forchetta breaks out of its standard Italian format to create 
exciting North African and Mediterranean cuisine

WNERS RICHARD 
and Hichem want people 
to think of La Forchetta 
as “‘the place for cous- 
cous’’ in San Francisco. 
The truth is, there’s a lot more than 
couscous at this friendly little North 
Beach restaurant. Grilled meats and 
fresh fish, house-made merguez (North 
African sausage), Paella Valencienne, 
cioppino and fresh pasta dishes made 
to order are just a few of the rewards. 

La Forchetta is a North African- 
Mediterranean restaurant currently ina 
cocoon stage. Originally a_ typical 
North Beach Italian lunch-and-dinner 
house owned and operated by two 
Tunisian men, this small restaurant is 
struggling to come out of the Italian 
format. What is starting to.emerge is a 
much-needed, casual, inexpensive 
place to enjoy North African cuisine. 
The menu boasts many Tunisian spe- 
cialties and some Mediterranean fare, 
as well as a few faithful Italian pasta 
dishes. There’s simply something for 
everyone, but why limit yourself to 
Italian food when you can sample 
something new and exciting? The range 
of choices will most definitely tempt 
you to return again and again. 

From the wine list, we particularly 
enjoyed Sidi Brahim and Royal 
Moghreb, both red tables wines and 
both $12 a bottle. They were great bar- 
gains, and wonderful with our food. 

Merguez, the popular and well- 
known Arabic sausage made from 
beef, spices and harissa (a fiery com- 
pound of ground red chilies, garlic and 
olive oil), is offered as an appetizer

($4.25). Three slender sausages served 
on a pool of tomato sauce were tasty 
and perfectly spiced. 

The eggplant and ricotta ($3.75) was 
delicate and light. Three slices of cooked 
eggplant, wrapped around seasoned 
ricotta cheese and then grilled, were 
also served on the same tomato sauce. 
New for me and just delicious was 
Breka ($3.75), acombination of herbed 
potatoes, tuna and capers wrapped in 
filo dough. The fairly small triangle 
was tender, rich and not too oily, as 
some filo dough dishes can be. 

The Mediterranean salad ($4.75) is 
healthy but not very inspired. Romaine, 
cucumber, feta cheese, tomato and a 
couple of kalamata olives are standard 
fare for this salad, but I would like to 
see these creative chefs do something 
different here. 

It’s silly to sit down to a Tunisian or 
Moroccan meal and not order cous- 
cous. This world-famous dish incor- 
porates cracked wheat and a combina- 
tion, of a few or many ingrediénts. 
Lamb, seafood, chicken, vegetarian or 
Couscous Royal (a combination) are 
offered at La Forchetta. The lamb 
($9.95), one of the more traditional 
choices, was very satisfying. Two 
tender chunks of meat with a very pro- 
nounced lamb flavor, combined with 
zucchini, eggplant and carrots in a 
meaty-tomato sauce, was served sep- 
arately from the couscous. A side dish 
of harissa should not be overlooked for 
those who love spicy-hot food. 

‘In contrast to this filling dish is 
Bastilla ($8.25), described as Moroccan 
chicken pie. If you enjoy the playful- 
ness of sweet and savory combined in 
one dish, then this is for you. Flaky and 
delicate filo dough wrapped around a 
mixture of spiced, chopped chicken 
and nuts is then garnished with pow- 
dered sugar and cinnamon. As much as 
I like this startling (though familiar) 


combination, I had to brush some of: 


the sugar to the side, after which I 


found the balance more to my liking. 
Freshly made bread, slightly sweet and 
flecked with caraway seeds, was very 
good and a nice change of pace. 

The second evening, Moroccan chef 
Jamal came to our table to tell us he had 
fresh crab, and would make a Carib- 
bean dish for us if we liked. We took 
him up on this irresistible offer, and 
were not disappointed. Juicy, sweet 
crab swimming in a spicy, peppery 
sauce spiked with Worcestershire and 
served with sauteed zucchini, carrots, 
green beans and orzo, a rice-shaped 
pasta, was a real treat. = 

Mixed Grill ($11.75) seemed a bit 
skimpy in comparison to the other en- 
trees, but it was well-prepared. Tender 
cubes of lamb, some chicken and a 
giant prawn wedged between a few 
slices of green pepper and a mushroom 
were all good, but I wanted more. The 
same pasta and vegetables were served 
with this entree. 

Dessert is usually baklava or cheese- 
cake, but chances are you won’t have 
room for a sweet if you indulge in the 
glories of North African cuisine. 

These most charming proprietors 
and chef are more than happy to dis- 
cuss with their customers the North Af- 
rican and Mediterranean food ‘that 
they’re eager to offer to San Fran- 
ciscans. These are the kind of people 
who remember customers after only 
one visit, and this is the kind of place 
where special treats are offered to 
regulars. A constant exchange between 


the staff and diners is commonplace. © 


There are only a few places to sample 
this food in the city, so consider making 
La Forchetta one of your stops. a

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BREAKING 
HOUSE RULES

uckle up and hold on tight, 
homeowners of America. The 
real estate roller-coaster ride up 
is over. And the dive down is 
gonna be super-scary. 

Keep that drivel from my doorstep, 
you’re screaming. Sorry. If you’re getting 
a newspaper home-delivered, your prop- 
erty will continue to be besmirched for 
the next few weeks. And much longer 
than that, if prophecies of a crash in 
home prices turn out true. 

The recent media mugging of real es- 
tate was kicked off by Barron’s, the Wall 
Street Journal’s influential weekly sister 
publication. The magazine’s Dec. 18th is- 
sue makes the case for a home-price col- 
lapse in a cover article headlined 
“Crumbling Castles.’’ Exposing his 
‘‘dirty little secret,’’ writer Jonathan 
R. Laing cites three major factors 
destined to undermine real estate 
values: changing demographics, a mas- 
sive level of outstanding homeowner 
mortgage debt and years of overheated 
markets in key régions of the country. 

Laing quotes David Weil, a Harvard 
professor, for the demographic details. 
“During the Nineties,’’ declares Weil, 
“the U.S. adult population will be 
growing [percentage-wise] more slowly 
than at any timein U.S. history.’”’ Asa 
result, Weil forecasts, demand for . 
housing will slump and prices, in real 
terms, could fall ‘‘nearly 50 percent by 
the year 2007.” Further depressing 
prices is $300 billion in foreclosed prop- 
erty seized from bankrupt S&Ls, slated 
to be sold off over the coming years. 

The Federal Reserve Board is the 
source for Laing’s dire data on mort- 
gage debt. Today, it amounts to almost 
half the value of all owner-occupied 
homes, about twice what it was in the 
early 1950s. Mortgage debt is also close 
to 75 percent of personal income, leav- 
ing U.S. homeowners, in Laing’s 
words, ‘‘more financially stretched’’ 
than they’ve been since.the depression 
of the 1930s. Consequently, the num- 
ber of homeowners who have the credit 
to trade up has diminished and those on 
the edge of mortgage default substan- 
tially increased. 

Since 1970, median home prices in Cal- 
ifornia have raced ahead 22 times faster 
than median income. Although housing 
costs have risen at a slower pace 
elsewhere, they’ve outdistanced wages 
for the majority of Americans. So, far 
fewer first-time buyers now earn enough 
to support current price levels. 

Putting it all together, Laing con- 
cludes “‘Shomeownership may no longer 
be the preeminent hedge against infla- 
tion, the ultimate one-decision invest- 
ment delivering the unbeatable com- 
bination of utility, savings and capital 
gains.’’ However, he asserts, given the 
“‘multitude of true believers’’ in 
residential real estate’s invincibility, 
few see the writing on the wall. And, I 
can’t resist chiming in, though castles 
may crumble east of the Rockies, don’t 
hold your breath waiting for California 
homeowners to stop crooning ‘‘Our 
love is here to stay.”” 

To be sure, the chorus of doom and 


gloomers is vastly outnumbered by real 
estate industry experts who insist the 
family home will reign forevermore as 
prince of planetary investments. And 
notions that ‘‘weakness’’ in home 
prices in the Northeast, Southwest, 
Midwest and other troubled areas 
foretell a decades-long buyers’ market 
in real estate are generally ridiculed. 

Still, it would be foolish to ignore the 
alarms sounded by Laing and like- 
minded, apprehensive seers. Wall 
Street has already indicated it’s very 
worried, by dumping shares of North- 
eastern banks holding large portfolios 
of residential real estate debt. One of 
the region’s giant financial institutions, 
the Bank of New England, has had its 
stock pounded from a high above $24a 
share to below $8. And a couple of 
weeks ago it was forced to write off an 
astounding $1 billion in ‘‘problem’’ 
real estate loans. Even shares of 
California banks, where real estate 
price-cutting has been limited, have 
plunged. Stock prices of such solid 
S&Ls as Great Western and Golden 
West Financial (parent corporation of 
World Savings) are off about a third 
from their highs. 

Most ominous is what’s happened to 
shares of the two biggest residential real 
estate mortgage holders in the nation, 
the Federal National Mortgage Asso- 
ciation and the Federal Home Loan 
Mortgage Association (whose street 
names are Fannie Mae and Freddie 
Mac). Formerly touted as low-risk, 
Fannie Mae stock has tumbled from the 
mid-$40s to the low-$30s, Freddie Mac 
from above $100 to the low-$60s. And a 
number of respected analysts are flashing 
SOSs; they warn unless something is done 
soon to cut Fannie’s and Freddie’s loan 
losses, a multibillion dollar taxpayer 
bailout, making the S&L price tag look 
like peanuts, is inevitable. 

How can homeowners prepare for a 
real estate free-fall? A simple plan is to 
sell your shelter before the storm and 
either switch to a lower-priced home or 
rent. Another, more controversial 
strategy, is to hock a home to the hilt 
with a second mortgage or home-equity 
loan. The cash received is put in T-bills 
or asafe, liquid money market fund. If 
prices plummet, the homeowner de- 
faults, sticking the bank with the de- 
flated property. The funds borrowed 
earlier could then be used to buy a bet- 
ter home at a bargain price. 

Neither of the above ideas may ap- 
peal to you. However, if the equity in 
your home comprises by far the great- 
est part of your nest egg, it makes sense 
to consider the risks of a real estate 
market debacle. For example, you 
might think twice about pouring 
money into an expensive remodeling 


. job that’s not absolutely necessary. 


What if you don’t own a home and 
want to? This may be a good time to - 
hold on to your Panama hat and delay 
your shot at the ‘‘American Dream’’ 
until things cool down. a

A: People die from AIDS. In 
wcontrast, herpes is a minor in- 
convenience. There need not be — and, 
with hope, eventually won’t be — any 
stigma attached to either condition. 
They are diseases, not scarlet letters. 
Call San Francisco HELP (431-3235) 
or East Bay HELP (223-2454) for in- 
formation on support groups. I have 
herpes, and say so publicly at ap- 
propriate occasions. If you believe, as I 
do, that going public in that way helps 
educate, you can too.

gwith a wonderful man who 
takes the time to fulfill my needs in bed. 
The problem is that I get nauseated 
when I have to deal with cum. Every 
time I see it or have to clean it up off me 
after sex I try my hardest not to be ill. 
That’s a problem, because I want 
very much to perform oral sex on him. I 
was raped many years ago, and went 
through years of counseling. I am as 
over it as possible. While talking this 
over with a girlfriend, she said that the 
rape might have something to do with 
my problem. I disagree. Can you help? 


A: It’s possible that your extreme 
gw aversion stems from your hor- 
rible experience, but it is not necessary 
to decide for sure in order to make 
some changes. You can attack this two 
ways — by altering the stimulus or 
altering the response. 

You can keep exposure to the barest 
minimum by having your man wear 
condoms — yes, even for oral sex. That 
way you can do what you like and never 
have to touch, look at or come into 
contact with his ejaculate. You might 
also visit a behavioral therapist who 
deals with phobias, and, through 
desensitizing techniques, bring about 
changes in your reaction.

AKLAND NATIVE Mario 
Bobino, a 26-year-old independent 
filmmaker, remembers feeling as 
though he had moved a very important step closer 
to his dream of becoming a professional athlete 
when he went away to Washington State on a foot- 
ball scholarship: ‘‘But it didn’t take me long to start 
asking myself what I was really going to do with my 
life because the NFL was definitely not knocking 
down my door begging me to sign.” 

Disenchanted with Washington, Bobino enrolled 
at Sacramento State University and took some 
media production courses. Once he got to use the 
equipment at Sac State’s operational television sta- 
tion, he knew he had found his calling. ‘‘All I fo- 
cused on in high school was sports, it seemed like 
that’s what I was supposed to do — and as much as 
I love Oakland High, I had to start questioning how 
anyone there could really know what they liked to 
do. How could a kid know if he or she wanted to be 
an actor if there are no drama classes? How could 
anyone know they wanted to be in film if there are 
no classes on the cinema? It just didn’t seem like we 
had many choices. Then I got the idea for City Life. 

The movie, which was put together with $15,000 
of Bobino’s own money, follows the lives of five 
guys through their senior year in high school. ‘‘The 
guys are your basic types: the jock, the shy one, the 
ladies’ man with an alcohol problem, the smart and 
ambitious one, the one who walks the line between 
legal and illegal — but the movie is really about op- 
tions. Options that are and aren’t there, options that 


€ 
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are forced on you and can’t be escaped, that you 
take or don’t take.”’ 

Bobino wrote, directed, produced and edited City 
Life, and the pride he has in it comes through in the 
confidence he emanates. He recruited his old 
teachers, current Oakland High School students, 
family members (his brother Mauricio is one of the 
principals) and the help of his mentor, Bill Moore, 
head news camera operator at KTVU, whom he in- 
terned under at the Ten O’Clock News, to make his 
film reality. Bobino has entered the film in the Black 
Maria Film Festival, the Columbus Foundation Film 
Festival and the Black Filmmakers Hall of Fame 
Festival. It premiered at the Parkway Theater in 
Oakland, ten blocks from Oakland High. 

Already in pre-production for his next film, 
Characters, Bobino says of the inevitable com- 
parisons to Spike Lee and the new generation of in- 
dependent black filmmakers, ‘‘I love Spike for his 
courage, and I admire people who get things done, 
but there is plenty of room at the top and that’s 
where I’m heading.’’

WHILE MOST of us madly shopped for 
presents, members of the art- community 
waged a telex and letter-writing campaign to 
demand artist Isaias Mata’s release from a 
prison in E] Salvador. And thanks largely to 
those efforts, coordinated by the local Art- 
ists’ Committee to Free Isaias Mata, on Dec. 
20th, after a month in jail, the Salvadoran 
painter and muralist was released. 

According to Linda Lucero, one of the 
organizers of the Artists’ Committee, H 
Salvador’s Treasury Police arrested Mata and 
his colleague Imelda Iraeta on Nov. 19th as a 
“‘sedioso politico,’ or political traitor. Fol- 
lowing his arrest, his home and studio were 
ransacked and his paintings destroyed. 

Mata, art professor and founder of the 
School of the Arts, National University of E1 
Salvador, has exhibited his work and lectured 
in the Bay Area and throughout the U.S. In 
his paintings, he puts on canvas images of the 
painful lives of his people in El Salvador. 

In early December, a press conference was 
held on the steps of San Francisco City Hall to 
protest Mata’s imprisonment. There, author 
Alice Walker and Supervisors Harry Britt and 
Jim Gonzalez voiced their support. In South- 
ern California, Holly Near, David Crosby 
and nearly the entire cast of L.A. Law joined 
and supported the campaign. 

Hundreds of faxes, letters and telexes 
poured into El Salvador from places as far 
away as the Portland School of the Arts in 
Maine and the New England E] Salvador Art- 
ist Exchange in Boston. Dozens of Bay Area 
groups participated as well, including the SF 
Mime Troupe; Latino arts group La Raza 
Graphics; the Central American Mission 
Partners, a church-related group that sup- 
ports community and human rights in Hl 
Salvador; and the Arts Democratic Club. 

The release of Mata was a clear victory for 
the organizations that participated in the letter- 
writing campaign. “I guess they [ARENA 
government] paid attention. The telexes really 
made a difference,” said Lucero.

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The Pixies: The first great rock band of the ’90s. 
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Breaking Down the Walls 


Some musical barriers tumbled down in the ‘80s —

Elvis lives.

HE DISMANTLING OF 
ithe Berlin Wall provides a 
better final image for sum- 
ming up musical trends in 
the 1980s than anything an 
editor might have dreamed up at 
Billboard or Rolling Stone. The wall’s 
collapse before a rising tide of human 
passion is an appropriate symbol for 
much that went on in popular music 
during the decade. It is also emblematic 
of what remains to be done. 

In many aspects of popular music, 
the ’80s were dreadful. The ‘‘free’’ 





but plenty remain 


market economy relegated much inno- 
vation to the margins. Pop creativity * 
was stultified by the gross commercial- 
ization of nostalgia for the 60s (and 
even the ’70s) in the monthly celebra- 
tions of 10-, 20- and 25-year anniver- 
saries and the endless caravan of re- 
treads across concert stages and TV 


screens. Rock’n’roll offered few new - 


musical ideas and most of the risk- 
takers remained ghettoized in “‘alter- 
native’ formats. Jazz experienced a 
popular resurgence, thanks largely to a 
new generation of tradition-conscious 
players, but the real advances came out 
of earshot of the mainstream. 

The biggest commercial develop- 
ments, in terms of time, money and 
energy spent, were the rise of the music 
video and the compact disc. While creat- 
ing a whole new ancillary industry, the 
MTV phenomenon erected new fences 
around the meaning of music, con- 
structing visual interpretations for the 
listener, virtually colonizing the con- 
sumer’s imagination. In most cases, the 
flashy wallpaper ‘obscures the flimsy 
substance of the music itself. 

The CD provided an instant upgrade in 
sound quality for most home stereo sys- 
tems, higher profit margins for the record 
companies and relative royalty losses for 
most musicians. Spelling doom for the 
analog LP, it triggered an intriguing 
audiophile debate about ‘“‘real’’ and 
digitally “‘approximated’’ sound. And, 
as only selected catalog titles are being 
tranferred over from records to com- 
pact disc, new bars arise around the 
consumer’s choices in the marketplace. 

Yet walls were coming down none- 
theless. Of course the first bricks were 
knocked loose by the radicals of punk, 
reggae, African pop and the jazz avant- 
garde in the 1970s. But scores of artists 
dashed or crept through the resulting 
gaps and splashed their own graffiti on 
the face of popular entertainment. 
Some theorists hold that social and pol- 
itical changes are prefigured in music. 
At the very least, we could hear walls 
crumbling before we could see them. 

The most obvious dividing line crossed 
in the ’80s was that which ostensibly 


barred politics from pop music. The ° 


Sex Pistols, the Clash and other punks 
had recovered the pre-’70s rebellious 
spirit of rock’n’roll and made it poli- 
tically concrete; Bob Marley, Peter 
Tosh and others had set the stage in reg- 
gae. But pop music with a social con- 
science had a surprisingly broad im- 
pact in the *80s, whether through the 
music of the Bruce Springsteens, Tracy 
Chapmans and Public Enemy or in the 
unprecedented string of concerts-for-a- 
cause. Oldtimers and newcomers lined up 
to have their say on a wide range of issues. 
Humanitarianism became fashionable 
and thus vulnerable to opportunism and 
commercialization — but it’s not a tide 
that will be easily turned back. 

The same goes for the internation- 
alization of pop music that has reached 
giant proportions on the cusp of the 
’90s. Although it wasn’t strictly reggae 
that conquered the world, that beat- 
heavy, border-subverting sound anti- 
cipated the onslaught of such interna- 
tional pop musics as African juju, 
soukous, mbaqanga and rai, Carib- 
bean soca and zouk and Brazilian sam- 
ba. The Bay Area’s own self-described’ 
World Beat movement — The Looters, 
Mapenzi, Big City, Freaky Executives 
— announced in the mid-’80s that the 
globe was shrinking through the cross- 
pollenization of rhythms and attitudes. 
Now World Beat is a commonplace 
label for transcultural dance music. 
Such independent record companies as 
Shanachie, Rounder, Rykodisc, Han- 
nibal, Carthage, Celluloid and Red- 
wood have led the way in making 
“‘foreign’’ sounds accessible to U.S. 
record buyers. David Byrne, Brian. 
Eno, Peter Gabriel and Paul Simon 
furthered the cause through their own 
music and organizational support for 
concerts and recording. Digitally 
recorded compilations of Egyptian 
music, Balinese gamelan and Cuban 
son are fresh in the stores. 

Of course this is all taking place in 
the context of capitalism, and the fas- 
cination with world music smacks of 
flavor-of-the-month faddism, whether 
the flush of excitement is over the Bul- 
garian Female Vocal Choir, Astor 
Piazzolla, the Gipsy Kings, Ofra Haza 


or Les Negresses Vertes. The major 
labels have jumped all over the trend, 
either opening up such subdivisions as 
Realworld (Virgin Records via Atlantic) 
or experimenting with individual projects 
— Kassav (Columbia), Kaoma (Epic), 
Miriam Makeba (Mercury), the Georgian 
Rustavi Choir (Elektra/Nonesuch), 
David Byrne’s Brazil Classics 
(Sire/Warner Brothers) — in hopes of 
capitalizing on the next big thing. 

The fear of being left behind was 
largely behind most of the seemingly 
progréssive moves by music industry 
corporations in the ’80s. Independent 
labels and concert promoters did the 
groundwork in world music, post- 
punk garage rock, folk and women’s 
music, new age, blues and rap. The ma- 
jors reaped the most publicity and the 
biggest profits for signing or distribut- 
ing everyone from the R.E.M. and the 
Replacements to Tracy Chapman, 
Melissa Etheridge, Robert Cray and 
Public Enemy. Indeed, the forces of 
monopoly have once again backed the 
indies into a corner, driving them into 
further marginality or co-opting them 
as farm teams for the giants. Thus, 
although the record industry seems to 
be making more kinds of music avail- 
able to the consumer, the control over 
production and distribution is actually 
narrowing. It doesn’t bode well for the 
future, when tastemakers will in- 
evitably shift their focus and let last 
year’s trend go out of print. 


O EVEN while significant 
barriers tumbled in the past 
decade, the social structure 
guaranteed that some walls 
would remain in place: Com- 
mercial radio became an absolute joke in 
the ’80s. The joke might have been funny 
if it didn’t further segment audiences and 
reinforce cultural divisions that Reagan- 
omics had deepened. Free-form radio 
sputtered to a nasty death in the Bay 
Area, unable to compete for the cor- 
porate dollar with Classic Rock, Top 40 
and Adult Contemporary formats. 
There are problems from within the 
music, as well. Even given the heightened 
politicization and internationalization 
of the ’80s, the rise of world beat and 
rap and the important personal break- 
throughs of Prince, Tracy Chapman, 
Michele Shocked and others, racism, 
sexism and homophobia still flash their 
ugly grimaces in pop music. To a dis- 
tressing degree, male chauvinism and 
ethnocentrism are driving forces in 
rock and rap. Musicis the cultural form

best suited to bring people together, 
but at the same time it reflects the need 
for strong (and perhaps exclusive) 
racial, ethnic and subcultural identities 
in an oppressive society. The bulk of 
popular music is never likely to be bet- 
ter than the dominant culture in which 
it is produced. 

Yet in the end, or at least at the end of 
the ’80s, there are more reasons to be 
hopeful than to be pessimistic, Sharp 
creative spirits continue to hone the 
cutting edges of rock and roll (which is 
thrashing around to avoid a dead end) 
and jazz (which leans heavily on deeply 
individualistic modes of expression). 
“New song’? movements around the 
world update traditional musical forms 
in the service of social justice. Cross- 
cultural communication and collabor- 
ations continue. More and more mus- 
icians, individually and collectively, are 
ignoring commercially imposed cate- 
gories and pigeonholes. The advanced 
technology of synthesizers and 
“‘sampling”’ is eroding the boundaries 
of copyrights, reshaping notions of ori- 
ginality and putting a high-tech spin on 
punk, do-it-yourself aesthetic. The vic- 
tories are hard won, but once achieved 
equally hard to reverse. Despite the 
fantasies of conservative think- 
tankers, as we enter the 1990s we are 
not at the ‘‘end of history,”’ in either 
political struggle or music.

Talk and Action | 





The local dance scene moved forward 
in real estate, discussion — 
and in art itself

|HE END OF the year is 
| probably as good a time as 
any to take stock of the 
things you are most pas- 
sionate about — not to do 
so dooms us to repeat the mistakes of 
the past. But to capture an accurate re- 
flection of dance in a region second 
only to New York in the sheer quantity 
and variety of dance produced, seems 
like trying to catch water with your 
bare hands. 
Nevertheless, a few peaks emerge 
from the sea of local activities which 
allow us to take a look at the health of 
| the dance, the most accessible having to 
do with real estate. Not a very philo- 
‘sophical or artistic gauge perhaps, but 
anyone who has ever watched dancers 
rehearse in drafty halls and on splintery 
floors must realize that the dream of a 


home of your own is not restricted to. 


families. A’ space to be, a space to 
work, maybe even a mirror or two and 
a shower — it’s what every company 
dreams of. The good news is that 
despite obscene real estate prices, 
dancers somehow still are able to ferret 
out affordable studio spaces. Several 
local companies, Lines Dance Com- 
pany, the High Risk Group, Zaccho 
Dance Theater, Ellen Webb and Ruth 
Langridge among them, have been 
able to scratch enough money 
together during the past year to rent 


space in which to teach, rehearse and 
try out new works. 

Last April, Cowell Theater at Fort 
Mason opened, finally giving per- 
formers an affordable medium-size 
theater (440 seats), with a decent sound 
system and adequate, though not over 
whelming, wingspace. The final judg- 
ment on this theater for dance is not yet 
in, but many of the middle-size com- 
panies are taking a chance on it. Dur- 
ing the months of March and April, 
World Dance, Asian American Dance 
Collective, Lines Dance Company, 
Kulingtang Arts, Khadra Interna- 
tional Folk Ballet and Theater 
Flamenco all will present their spring 
programs at Fort Mason. 

The other piece of good real estate 
news is that the San Francisco Per- 
forming Arts Library and Museum, 
formerly the Archives of the Perform- 


ing Arts, has moved ‘from the attic of: 


the Opera House into permanent quar- 
ters in the Vorpal Gallery building at 
399 Grove, While at present it is not 
open for browsing (appointments are 
necessary for ‘‘research’’), its collec- 
tion, to eventually include an extensive 
dance video library, has taken another 
step to becoming more available to the 
general public. Anyone who has ever 
used the Performing Arts Library in 


- New York can only hope that this cur- 


rently somewhat elitist organization 
will copy more than its name from its 
sister institution in New York. 


The Performing Arts Library will be 
the home of one of the projects that the 
dance community started this year as a 
response to AIDS. Dancers Jeff 
Friedman and Leslie Friedman are 
coordinating ‘‘Legacy,’’ an oral 
history project that records the lives 
and careers of Bay Area dancers. Inter- 
views with elder dancemen Ken 
Petersen, who used. to perform. with 
Ballets Russes in the 1940s, and Aron 


_Tomaroff, who danced with the Anna 


Pavlova Company, have been com- 
pleted. For the time being, however, 
the project concentrates on the lives of 
dancers who face life-threatening ill- 
nesses. Anyone who is interested in 
participating as a volunteer subject or 
interviewer is encouraged to get in 
touch with Jeff Friedman at 550-1271. 

The attempts to build an intellectual 
home base for the Bay Area’s frag- 
mented dancers seem to be less success- 
ful. Perhaps there are no issues — 
beyond the perennial lack of pay, pub- 
licity and praise — that dancers and au- 
diences feel angry, exhilarated or 
frustrated about. But maybe we have 
not yet come up with the right kind of 
forum. Panel discussions seem to be 
the favorite format and we had lots of 
them this year. The Talking Dance 
Project (which wiil resume on Jan. 29th 
at Theater Artaud), the Hungry Hearts 
series in the early spring, the Merce 
Cunningham Festival and the Black 
Choreographers’ Conference in the fall 
all were ambitious endeavors that tried 
to involve audiences in dialogues that 
went beyond the after-performance 
chitchat. 

Unfortunately, panels rarely seem to 
work because they are too often put 
together with more concern for polit- 
ical balance, like TV’s coverage of an 
election, than with their participants’ 
ability to intelligently illuminate dif- 
ferent aspects of an issue. Often the 
panels were too large and the moder- 
ator, instead of drawing out the panel- 
ists, was reduced to timekeeper and 
referee. Panels can work if they are 
kept small and stay within a well-de- 
fined subject area. 

Otherwise, why not have more infor- 
mal presentations like ODC does, 
where a work in progress is presented 
and discussed? Or have choreog- 
raphers talk about each other’s work, 
like the ethnic dancers did during the 
June Dance Critics Association con- 
ference? Or a simple one-to-one public 
interview session like Charles 
Amirkhanian does with composers at 
the Exploratorium? 

But no matter how important talk- 
ing (and writing, for that matter) 
about dance is, the real health of the 
art lies in its practitioners. And in that 
regard, the prognosis for the coming 
year looks pretty good if it continues 
the way it ended. 

The last performance of 1989 that I 
saw was in a live-workspace South of 
Market. Not the chic part of SoMa, the 
grimy part. The space was cold, the 
floor cement, the sound system 
scratchy and there were 12 peoplein the 
audience. Tracy Rhoades performed 
with the High Risk Group. One of the 
pieces was a solo, ‘‘Requiem.’’ 
Rhoades stepped into the light dressed 
in the clothes of his deceased lover. He 


. took the pieces of clothing off, one by 


one, and as he talked about Jim, he 
slowly shaped a body from the dis- 
carded articles on the floor. The 
clothes, Rhoades explained, were a 


. gift of Jim’s to him; his dance was a 
. gift to Jim. 


Whipping gently back and forth on 
half-toes, Rhoades molded his upper 


torso and arms into rounded and. 


stretching gestures that he repeated in 
variations, speeding them up as he 
turned on his own axis, and finally- 
coming to rest again in the initial 
repose. ‘‘Requiem’’ was simple, beau- 
tiful, eloquent, combining in itself the 
intensity of karate with the lyricism of 
an elegy. It was a gift indeed. And not 
only to Jim. ; a

OOKING BACK over the 
hundreds of films I wrote 
thousands of words about 
this year, I’m tempted to 
paraphrase Noel Coward: 
“Don’t let your daughter be a film 
critic, Mrs. Worthington.”’ Last year it 
was hard to decide which of the top ten 
to choose as Best Picture; this year the 
temptation is to cut the list short after 
the top two or three. 

The job wasn’t total drudgery. In 
reviewing the year I found as many 
movies that stood out for being good as 
those at the other end of the scale. It’s 
just that if I assigned star ratings, in 
retrospect there were no four-star pic- 
tures this year and only two that 
deserve three-and-a-half, though I 
might have been more generous in the 
afterglow of first viewing. 

Complicating things further is the 
growing trend toward having a dif- 
ferent universe of films from the critics 
based in Los Angeles and New York. 
With the likes of Driving Miss Daisy, 
Glory, and Roger and Me not due 
here until 1990, should I give valuable 
(but deserved) slots to our 1989 releases

awards are concerned?

A Dramatic Decade 


1980s theater ends somewhere betweena bang and awhimper

N THEATER, the 1980s are end- 

ing with something between a 

bang and a whimper. The good 

news is that the two largest and 

best-established Bay Area resi- 
dent companies, American Conser- 
vatory Theatre and Berkeley Repertory 
Theatre, are doing their best work of 
the decade. The not-so-good news is 
that the ‘‘middle tier’’ theaters are, to 
varying degrees, struggling to stay 
above water. And the promising news 
is that a frisky young generation of 
theater artists and ensembles is begin- 
ning to make its mark. 

ACT’s re-emergence as a source of 
artistic vitality is worth celebrating. In 
the last several years of founder 
William Ball’s regime, the company 
spent too much time slogging through 
middle-of-the-road fare and wasting its 
fine actors in wrong-headed ‘‘concept”’ 
productions of classics. But since Ed 
Hastings took over as artistic director 
three years ago, things have begun to 
change. Inviting in outside directors 
and actors with fresh approaches, pro- 
ducing more adventuresome new plays 

. and adaptations, providing a home to 
the lively young Encore ensemble — all 
these moves have energized ACT’s art- 
ists and its audiences. It’s a cruel irony, 
of course, that an earthquake should 
trash ACT’s Geary Theatre at just this 
juncture. On the other hand, it’s a lot 
easier for a company on a dramatic up- 
swing to raise millions for renovation 
costs. (The Geary, as the quake so 
graphically underscored, has needed an 
overhaul for years.) 4 

The Berkeley.Rep continues to thrive 
under Sharon Ott’s watch, and con- 
templates a likely move to a larger 
theater. (A current production of 
Winter’s Tale at the 1,200-seat Calvin. 


Simmons Auditorium in Oakland can 
be viewed as a test-run). Berkeley 
Shakespeare Festival, also prospering 
at the box office, moves into its new 
outdoor home in Orinda’s Siesta Valley 
next summer. And despite the earth- 
quake jitters, Magic Theatre appears to 
have regained momentum under the 
joint stewardship of founder John 
Lion and managing director Harvey 
Siefert. With the Magic’s emphasis 
shifting from new and experimental 
work to local premieres of Off-Broad- 
way fare, the competition for literary 
rights of ‘‘hot’’ plays could get fierce. 

Which brings us to the decline in the 
production of spanking-new scripts. In 
the early 1980s it seemed like every local 
nonprofit theater was jumping on the 
“play development’’ bandwagon. (For 
one thing, that’s where the big grant 
money was.) Now few companies want 
to bear the financial risks, while others 
— the One Act Theatre, San Francisco 
Repertory, Berkeley Stage Company 
— have folded completely. New play 
activity is being driven underground, to 
smaller, lower-rent venues like La Val’s 
in Berkeley, and Climate Theatre, Life 
on the Water, Studio Eremos, Intersec- 
tion (which moves to a new locale in 
1990) and Phoenix Theatre in San 
Francisco. Not a dismal situation, 
though it could be argued that the 
larger companies have the resources — 
and the responsibility — to bring at 
least one full-fledged original project a 
year to fruition. 

On another front, 1989 saw premiere 
works by a graying crop of experimen- 
tal boomers: A Traveling Jewish 
Theatre, Paul Dresher Ensemble, Soon 
3, George Coates PerformanceWorks 
(at ACT) and Laura Farabough. The 
liveliest debuts, though, came from 
outfits like Joe Goode Performance 
Group and Contraband, indicating 
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that the action is really shaking in the 
dance-theater arena. 

The 1980s will end on an uncertain 
note for most of the Bay Area’s mid- 
size local rep companies. These groups 
have been hit hardest by Réaganomics 
and the kinder, gentler but still grueling 
Bushonomics. Most of them institu- 
tionalized in the early 1980s, with the 
help of federally-sponsored CETA 
jobs. But then CETA was slashed, 
federal and state arts grants decreased 
and a surge of labor activism ushered in 
higher wages for actors. Now most San 
Francisco and East Bay theaters have 
Actors Equity contracts, and must find 
ways to pay for them. That has meant 
higher ticket prices, and in some cases 
fewer, and/or more commercially 
oriented, productions. So theater 
economics are, in a sense, mimicking 
the general financial picture: The big 
institutions are doing better, the littlest 
guys are scrambling around as always 
and the folks in the middle are squeezed 
in between. 

Having survived its theater burning 
down, moves to several new locations, 
the major renovation of a new facility, 
the death ofa much-loved manager and 
the recent departure of the core artistic 
personnel, it’s a miracle the Eureka 
Theatre has survived in any form. With 
a new: artistic director and a new 
manager rebuilding the company from 
the ground up, 1990 could be a make- 
or-break year. 

Oakland Ensemble Theatre, San 
Francisco’s SEW/Lorraine Hansberry 
Theatre, the Berkeley Jewish Theatre 
and the Asian American Theatre, 
meanwhile, have more in common 
than their ‘‘ethnic”’ orientations. All 
are still working out the kinks of recent- 
ly acquired spaces, and all are looking 
to the 1990s for increased patronage 
and more financial support. None ac-

complished its best work in 1989, but 
signs of life still abound. 

The commercial theater scene was 
spotty as usual. Not much ‘‘product’” 
was available for the big houses, 
though it proved a blessing for ACT 
when the Shorenstein-Nederlander 
organization had a gaping two-month 
hole in the Orpheum Theatre calendar. 
Though Les Miz certainly got the most 
media thunder, several other New York 
and L.A. imports delivered more sus- 
tained enjoyment: Love Letters with’ 
John Rubenstein and Stockard Chan- 
ning, the Sondheim-Lapine fairy-tale 
musical Into the Woods and I’m Not 
Rappaport, starring Cleavon Little and 
Nehemiah Persoff. (The bummer-of- 
the-year award goes to the cheesy and 
sexist tango-drama, Dangerous 
Games.) Thanks to a surge of new 
plays, musicals and revivals on Broad- 
way this year, the import forecast ac- 
tually looks better for the early 1990s. 


ith the ranks thinned 
out somewhat, 1989 
was not a banner time 
for theater. But new 
energy is stirring in the 
wings, and as I assembled my ‘‘ten 
best’’ round-up I recalled a sur- 
prising number of other theatrical 
pleasures over the year. Some addi- 
tional shows of note: Julie Hebert’s 
rape-recovery drama A/most Asleep, 
Cultural Odyssey’s Ike & Tina ode, J 
Think It’s Gonna Work Out Fine, 
Casey Kurtii’s Three Ways Home at the 
Eureka, Jose Rivera’s magical family 
play The Promise at the Magic, Will 
Dunne’s mirthful J Married a Were- 
wolf and Stephen Rappaport’s Jones, 
both at the Climate, A Traveling 
Jewish Theatre’s Dybbuk, Jeff Stet- 
son’s Fraternity at Oakland Ensemble 
Theatre, a technically dazzling In 
Perpetuity Throughout the Universe 
by Berkeley Rep and the Eureka, David 
Barth’s sly, Pinteresque The Chicken 
Press, a visually absorbing Andorra at 
Berkeley Jewish Theatre, drag-queen 
Doris Fish in Studio Rhino’s The 
Balcony and, last but certainly not 


least, the SF Mime Troupe’s brave, . 


feisty Middle East musical, Seeing 


Double. Welcome visitors to the area - 


included Paul Linke with Time Flies 
When You’re Alive, Holly Hughes’

lyrical solo piece, World Without End, 
Israel’s Neve Tzedek and the weird, 
angsty, what-the-hell-do-you-make- 
of-them Russian performance art 
group, Derevo. 

The following list is presented in no 
particular order, and with the essential 
qualification: These may not have been 
the ‘‘best’’ shows in every detail. But 
they all commanded my attention, 
gripped my emotions and lingered in 
my mind. I was also amazed to find that 
ACT and Berkeley Rep productions ac- 
counted for one-half of the list. It may 
be the ‘‘trickle-up’’effect, as 
yesterday’s ‘‘fringe’’ renegades 
(Richard E.T. White, Robert 
Woodruff, Tony Taccone, et al) in- 
filtrate the larger institutions. 


THE TEN BEST 
Joe Turner’s Come and Gone. 
August Wilson’s sprawling, poetic 
play about lost and found blacks drift- 
ing North after the Reconstruction 
Era was given a handsome production 
by American Conservatory Theatre 
and director Claude Purdy, with a 
grand performance by Roscoe Lee 
Browne as a visionary healer. 
Serious Money. A fast, furious dash 
through London’s financial shark pit, 
Caryl Churchill’s satire played like 
gangbusters at Berkeley Rep, thanks to 
the co-direction of Tony Taccone and 
Sharon Ott, the dynamic ensemble ac- 
ting and the glossy, high-tech produc- 
tion design. 
Measure for Measure. One of Shake- 
speare’s more ambiguous ‘‘dark com- 
edies’’ received an unusually cogent 
rendering at Berkeley Shakespeare 
Festival by guest director Richard E.T. 
White, highlighted by John Belluci’s 
mesmerizing, over-the-edge portrayal 
of the hypocritical Duke Angelo. 
Nothing Sacred. The offbeat adapta- 
tion of Turgenev’s Fathers and Sons by 
George Walker, the epic farm mach- 
inery set by George Tsypin, the full- 
throttle acting in various styles by com- 
pany regulars like Sydney Walker and 
newcomers like Christopher McCann 
and the startling, in-your-lap direction 
by Robert Woodruff made this a water- 
shed production for ACT, a leap be- 
yond conventional naturalism into 
humanistic expressionism. 
Josh Kornbluth’s Daily World. 
Storyteller, autobiographer, come- 
dian, monologist — whatever you want 
to call him, Josh Kornbluth has turned 
his unconventional and harrowing “‘red 
diaper’ childhood into an evening of 
first-rate comic surrealism, and shown 
that a new wave of bio-theatric spielers 
are on hand to take up where Woody. 
Allen and Spalding Gray leave off. 
Off Limits. Performed outdoors at 
sunset on a military installation 
overlooking the Pacific Ocean, this 
ritualistic piece by the dance-theater 
group Contraband was rich in magical 
apparitions, youthful energy and the 
spirit of mystery, enchantment and 
communion that has been missing for 
too long from the avant-garde. 
Seeing Double. The SF Mime Troupe 
likes to rush in where other theaters 
fear to tread — in this case, right into 
the thick of the Arab-Israeli crisis, with 
a tragi-comic musical romp that, for all 
its flaws, was a daring and provocative 
piece of agit-prop about a critical inter- 
national issue. 
Reckless. A housewife gets a dizzying 
spin on the American wheel of fortune in 
this helter-skelter Craig Lucas satire, and 
the Berkeley Rep production, staged on a 
dime by Richard E.T. White and 
deliciously enacted by Lori Holt and 
company, brought audiences along for 
the wild and funny ride. 
Dognite/Bitzy le Fever’s Kingdom 
of Passion (Parts 1, 2 and 3). She 
concentrated on disposable cult items 
this year — the ‘“‘sleazeploitation”’ 
spoof Dognite and the campy-raunchy 
Bitzy LeFever puppet trilogy — but 
even when woodshedding, young Cintra 
Wilson continues to show she’s a hip, 
savvy writer with ‘‘potential’’ to burn. 
Frankie and Johnny at the Claire de 
Lune. The Magic Theatre version of 
Terrance McNally’s tender, middle-of- 
the-night play about a pair of battle- 
scarred lovers, directed by Albert 
Takazaucaus, came wrapped in a vivid 
set and lighting scheme, and featured a 
heartbreaking performance by Will 
Marchetti as a short-order cook with 
the soul of a poet. 
A Tale of Two Cities. Nagle Jackson’s 
intelligent adaptation of the Dickens 
novel made this a good old-fashioned 
tread of a show, but the gorgeous, fast- 
moving Ralph Funicello sets, a cluster 
of fine supporting performances, and 
Daniel Reichart’s outstanding turn as 
the dissipated but redeemed Sydney 
Carton made it into a far, far better 
thing than anticipated.

S IT MORE honorable for aman 
to marry the three women he’s 


sleeping with? The protagonist of 


Enemies, a Love Story thinks so, 
while the title character of Val- 
mont has had enough other men’s 
wives that he doesn’t put much stock in 


marriage. You pays your money and 
takes your choice. 

Of the two, Valmont should hold 
fewer surprises for movie audiencés, 
who have been able to see the same 
story twice in the past year with other 
casts — in Stephen Frears’ Dangerous 
Liaisons and Roger Vadim’s 1959 Les 
Liaisons Dangereuses, recently revived 
as Dangerous Liaisons 1960. 

The parallel one might draw to the 
stage play Love Letters, which changes 
casts every two weeks at Theatre on the 
Square (and every week on Broadway), 
is enhanced by the fact that the source 
material for Valmont/Liaisons was 


Choderlos de Laclos’ novel composed 
entirely of letters. Milos Forman and 
his screenwriter Jean-Claude Carriere 
worked from the novel, while 
Christopher Hampton adapted his 
stage adaptation for the Frears film, 
which may explain how it was able to 
reach the screen a year sooner. 

Unlike the race a quarter-century 
ago to bring rival biographies of Jean 
Harlow to the screen, there’s enough 
substance here to hold up under 
various treatments; but Valmont, with 
more of everything, is the lesser of the

Funny Face 

For a lighthearted, stylish trip 
back to a kinder, geniler time, 
this newly restored Techni- 
color widescreen print of 
Stanley Donen’s 1957 highly 
stylized musical should do the 
trick. Quality Magazine editor 
Kay Thompson's looking for a 
Quality Woman for her next 
issue. En route she descends 
on run-by-philosophical- 
believer-in-empathy Audrey 
Hepburn’s bookstore with 
fashion photographer Fred 
Astaire in tow. He decides 
Hepburn’s a quality woman 
and, via some often smashing 
cinematography, occasionally 
scintillating production num- 
bers and shots of her transfor- 
mation, proves that she indeed 
possesses the grace, ele- 
gance and pizzazz required. 
Since this necessitates setting 
much of the movie in Paris and 
having Hepburn fall for Astaire 
when not finding fault with her 
not-so-spiritual philosophy guru, 
that certainly helps, even if you 
can't quite say all of it “‘S’ 


Wonderful,” as one of the 
theme songs in this look-back- 
in-time movie suggests. (Fri/29- 
Thurs/4 at the Castro, SF.) 


Mystery Train 

This is Jim Jarmusch’s intrigu- 
ingly offbeat combination of 
three separate stories with 
overlapping elements. Two 
young Japanese rock fanatics, 
Mastoshi Nagase and Youki 
Kudoh, arrive by train in Mem- 
phis to visit the Sun Studios 
and Graceland, and check into 
the Arcade Hotel. Later that 
night Elvis’ ‘‘Blue Moon” 
comes on the radio, and next 
morning they hear a gunshot. 
Scene 2. Nicoletta Braschi ar- 
rives at Memphis airport with 
her husband's remains and 
ends up sharing an Arcade 
room with Elisabeth Bracco, 
who prattles endlessly about 
her departed English boyfriend 
and her barber brother as the 
“Blue Moon’’/gunshot sequence 
is repeated. Final scene. Brit 
Joe Strummer gets drunk be- 
cause Bracco’s left him, 
barber Steve Buscemi joins 
him, and the hotel routine’s 
repeated, revealing the reason 
for the gunshot, as hotel night 
clerk, Screamin’ Jay Hawkins, 
steals every scene he’s in, and 
the rnovie makes no mystery 


of the fact that it’s Jarmusch’s 
best to date. (Lumiere, SF.) 


Valmont 

To outwardly charming 
widow/marquise Annette 
Bening, cunning, deviousness 
and manipulation are as 
mother’s milk. Consequently, 
when Sian Phillips assigns her 
to give Phillips’ utter innocent 
of a 15-year-old daughter 
Fairuza Balk a quick course in 
sophistication before her ar- 
ranged marriage, and Bening 
learns that the husband-to-be 
is her lover Jeffrey Jones, 
she'll stop at nothing to make 
him the laughing stock of 
Paris. To this end she makes 
an irresistible wager with 
former lover and compulsive 
womanizer Colin Firth, even 
though he’s currently ob- 
sessed with the virtuous Meg 
Tilly and Balk’s in love with her 
17-year-old music teacher 
Henry Thomas. Director Milos 
Forman’s sumptuous version 
of all this is heightened even 
further by the cast’s superb 
performances (Fabia Drake as 
Paris's grande dame is 
fabulous) and the skillfully timed 
and paced cuts and touches, 
and even if one feels that, as 
Valmont, Firth should have . 
been even more like Bening, 
his personal interpretation 


cannot be faulted. (Metro, SF.) 


We’re No Angels 

It's been said that God moves 
in a mysterious way, and more 
than one of them’s in Neil 
Jordan's not-quite-together 
movie. It’s 1935. Minor crooks 
Robert De Niro and Sean Penn 
are serving time ina 
U.S.-Canadian border peniten- 
tiary run by brutal warden Ray 
McAnally. Murderer James 
Russo engineers an incredible 
escape from the electric-chair 
chamber and takes the two 
with him in a sequence that 
certainly gets your attention. 
Russo disappears, and the 
pair find themselves in a New 
England town famous for its 
miraculous Weeping Madon- 
na, where they’re taken for 
two theological scholars ex- 
pected at the local monastery. 
The concept’s fraught with 
comic possibilities and some 
of the film's funny as the pair 
keep trying to escape into 
Canada. But, although they're 
both good, the idea doesn’t 
work, Demi Moore is less as a 
tough hooker with a 5-year-old 
deaf-mute daughter and too 
much of the movie plays like 
fools rushing in where angels 
fear to tread. (Regency 1, SF; 
Shattuck, Berk.; Century, 
Oaki.) @

modern versions. (Vadim’s can hardly 
be compared, having been updated to 
the period in which it was made and 
earning a secure niche in history as a 
harbinger of the sexual revolution.) On 
the theory that nothing succeeds like 
excess, Forman counters Frears’ lean, 
mean entertainment machine with a 
lavish production that makes the plot 
wait in line for your attention. 

There are definite changes in em- 
phasis in Carriere’s script, and the 
casting makes a big difference — most- 
ly for the worse. The Vicomte de Val- 
mont (Colin Firth) lives as far from Serf 
City as you can get, but he still believes 
in a minimum of two girls for every 
boy. He’s presently involved in the con- 
quest of Madame de Tourvel (Meg Til- 
ly), a temporarily faithful wife, but is 
always ready for a rematch with his 
former lover and reigning soulmate, 
the Marquise de Merteuil (ACT alum- 
na Annette Bening). 


This version improves on the last in ~ 


setting up the motive for Merteuil’s 
revenge as we see her rejected by her 
current lover (Jeffrey- Jones), who 
plans to marry 15-year-old Cecile 
(Fairuza Balk). Learning from her 
mother (Sian Phillips) of the fiance’s 
obsession with the girl’s virginity, 
Merteuil asks Valmont to deflower her. 
Cecile, meanwhile; is falling in love 
with her 17-year-old music teacher, 
Danceney (Henry Thomas). 

Firth and Bening make their char- 
acters more frivolous, less evil than 
John Malkovich and Glenn Close did. 
They don’t seem to be enjoying them- 
selves as much, so neither do we. Be- 
cause Balk is younger and less sensual 
than Uma Thurman, her seduction scene 
plays more like child molestation than the 
violent rape of Dangerous Liaisons. 
Take your pick of which is more offen- 
sive. The Balk-Bening scene that 
follows seems like a public service an- 
nouncement promoting sex education. 

I prefer the ending of Valmont, 
which slyly suggests in two -ways that 
Valmont’s spirit lives on. I resented the 
other film’s turning moralistic after 
reveling in wickedness for two hours. 
This one allows some of the wicked to 
be punished, but still leaves evil to co- 
exist with good in the world. 

The opulence of Valmont gives it alazy 
feeling, a lack of urgency. Forman jolts 
you out of it periodically with loud music 
and galloping horses. At first he seems to 
be turning melodramatic for laughs; but 
when he keeps it up he begins to appear 
serious, and therefore wrong. 

Each version has its pluses, but 
Frears’ minimalist epic comes out far 
ahead on points. Valmont isn’t a bad 
movie and will provide some satisfac- 
tion for those who enjoy comparing in- 
terpretations of the same story; but if 
you’re only seeing one, make it

Dangerous Liaisons. 


HERE’S NOTHING to.com- 
pare Enemies, a Love Story to 
except the Isaac Bashevis 
Singer novel it’s based on, and I 
haven’t read that. Paul Mazursky’s 
film version, which the producer- 
director adapted with Roger L. Simon, 
is a serious farce that might have been 
called J Wed Three Wives. 

Herman Broder (Ron Silver) is a 
Polish Jew who emigrated to America 
after WWII. He survived the war years 
because his gentile servant Yadwiga 
(Margaret Sophie Stein) hid him in her 
family’s barn and took care of him. She 
came to the States with him as his wife, 
but remains subservient to him and 
makes few demands. 

Masha (Lena Olin), .a concentration 
camp survivor who has become more 
Americanized, is Herman’s mistress in 
1949 when the story takes place. To 
complicate things further, Herman’s 
first wife Tamara (Anjelica Huston), 
who was thought to have died in 
Poland, shows up in New York. This 
doesn’t keep Herman from doing the 
right thing and marrying Masha when 
she gets pregnant. 

Despite a life some men would: envy, 
at least in its surface aspects, Herman 
seems only half alive, perhaps due in 
part to survivor’s guilt. He works, ap- 
propriately enough, as a ghost writer 
for rabbi Alan King. Neither rich nor 
gorgeous and a bit short in the per- 
sonality department, Herman 
wouldn’t seem to have much to offer 
one woman, let alone three; but who’s 
to say what attracts some of us to each 
other? Ron Silver inhabits the role con- 
vincingly, but because it’s so reactive, 
the women are left to carry the picture. 

This they do brilliantly. Lena Olin, 
who was the best thing about The 
Unbearable Lightness of Being, repeats 
that feat here, aided by playing the 
character with the widest range. -If 
Michelle Pfeiffer ever dared to share a 
screen with Olin, Pfeiffer would in- 
stantly become last year’s phen- 
omenon. Olin is hot hot hot. 

Anjelica Huston has the least screen 
time of the three but makes the most of 
every moment, hammering home the 
most casual remark of this woman who 
has a history with Herman and under- * 
stands him better than anyone, yet still 
loves him. Margaret Sophie Stein holds 
her own in this fast company as the fish 
out of water who will never fully adjust 
to New York. 

Enemies, a Love Storyis one of those 
movies that immerses you totally in its 
milieu, with characters in many ways as 
removed from our experience as E. T.; 
yet that spark of shared humanity, 
fanned into flame by Mazursky’s canny 
direction of an excellent cast, brings us 
to the heart of Herman’s dilemma, 
stated relatively early in the film: “‘If 
the Talmud is such a great book, how

wonder, Peter Apfel- 

baum can no longer be 

reckoned with as a child 
prodigy. When he was a student at 
Berkeley High, Apfelbaum was recog- 
nized as one of the most promising young 
musicians in the Bay Area. He ran with 
fast company from the outset. In 1975, 
at age 15, he formed the Berkeley Arts 
Company; a year later he was attending 
a Bennington College jazz workshop 
with drummer Beaver Harris and vocalist 
Eddie Jefferson; the following year he 
was in residence at the Creative Music 
Studio in Woodstock, with Abdullah 
Ibrahim, Larry Young and members of 
the Art Ensemble of Chicago as men- 
tors. Now, 11 years after graduating 
from high school and a dozen since the 
formation of his original Hieroglyphics 
Ensemble, Apfelbaum must be measured 
not as a student but as a leader. 

The recent Hieroglyphics Ensemble 
concert at the Great American Music 
Hall provided further evidence that 
Apfelbaum is one of those rare musi- 
cians with the will and the talent to 
move music forward. By recombining 
elements of jazz, salsa, funk, reggae 
and African pop within creative com- 

‘positions that allow wide room for im- 
provisation, he subverts conventional 
notions of what belongs where. As 
played by the 16-member orchestra, the 
sum is a thick rhythmic stew, rich with 
challeriging harmonies and bubbling 
with bright melodies. It is successful 
concert music, to be sure, and most of 
the audience that filled the Music Hall’s 
downstairs tables remained seated in 
rapt attention for the Ensemble’s two 
Sunday night sets. But, in the tradition 
of the great big bands of the 1930s and 


Apfelbaum on tenor saxophone, then 
paraded from .backstage blasting up- 
beat unisons. As the tempo down- 
shifted from ‘‘No More Walls” to the 
simmering ‘“‘Chant #9,’’ Apfelbaum 
moved to his command post between 
the grand piano and a bank of electric 
keyboards. Marked by elongated horn 
lines and dramatic drum punctuation, 
the piece featured exciting trombone 
and tenor sax solos. 

Without breaking stride, the Ensem- 
ble accelerated the Afro-Cuban pace 
for ‘Soldier of Fortune’’ and the au- 
dience erupted into applause as Don 
Cherry edged onto the stage, blowing 
staccato lines from his signature pic- 
colo or (‘‘pocket’’) trumpet. The 
legendary trumpeter recently settled in 
the Bay Area and adopted the Hiero- 
glyphics Ensemble. Known for his role 
in Ornette Coleman’s pioneering free 
jazz groups at the dawn of the 1960s, 


es Cherry has also been a leading force in 


the expansion of jazz into world music 
realms. His collaboration with 
Apfelbaum — including special proj- 
ects at'the last two Jazz in the City 
festivals and in numerous Hierogly- 
phics Ensemble concerts — is a natural 


‘musical match. The band recently 


recorded tracks for Cherry’s forth- 
coming album on A&M. For much of 
the first set at the Music Hall, Cherry 
sat crossed-legged center stage, injec- 
ting terse statements with his horn, in 
mournful muted tones and open, fleet 
and exultant lines. He also added ab- 
stract vocal chants and danced briefly 
while shaking long bean pods. 

The band moved smoothly from one 
composition to the next in a constant 
stream of African, Latin, Caribbean 
and African-American elements. One

Among the obvious models for 
Apfelbaum as a bandleader are Sun Ra 
and Carla Bley, two eclectic composers 
who range far afield from mainstream 
jazz and conduct their large ensembles 
from the keyboard. Apfelbaum actually

his ever-advancing compositions, and 
the Hieroglyphics is less easily cate- 
gorized as a jazz band. But there are les- 
sons yet to be learned. Apfelbaum proj- 
ects an artful Seriousness onstage that 
borders on posturing, without the play- 
ful theatrics of Ra or Bley. His music is 
no less fun than theirs but it is also solid 
enough to withstand a little self-effac- 
ing humor. And at times, the musical 
setting seems to cry out for more aban- 
don, an outburst of wild cacophony. 


Those are minor quibbles, however, © 


given the organization’s development 
as one of the most promising big bands 
in the country. Like Ra’s Arkestra, the 
Hieroglyphics Ensemble would not be 
the same without longstanding mem- 
bers, growing together in collective em- 
pathy and supporting each other’s indi- 
vidual expression. Apfelbaum’s name 
and pen are up front, and Cherry is 
featured, but the Hieroglyphics’ life- 
blood runs through bassist Bo 
Freeman, drummers Deszon Claiborne 
and Josh Jones, guitarists Will Bernard 
and Stan Franks, percussionists Buddha 
and ‘Frank Ekeh, trumpeter Bill Ortiz 
and saxophonists Paul Hanson, Peck 
Allniond and Norbert Stachel.

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Joe Louis Walker: A gritty bluesman through and through. 


Joe Louis Walker, Blue Soul 
(HighTone) 
The blues has certain built-in musical 
limitations and can’t make many great 
leaps forward without betraying its basic 
character. But thanks to fundamentalists 
like Joe Louis Walker, the music is 
continually renewed by the virtues of 
individual interpretation. If HighTone's 
biggest star, Robert Cray, has molded 
himself as more of a Memphis soul 
crooner, Walker remains a gritty blues- 
man through and through. His third outing 
for the Oakland label suffers no shortage 
of soul or rhythm and blues influences, 
hammered home by the horn section of 
Nancy Wright and Wayne Wallace. But 
Walker's strength is the straightforward 
call and response between his wailing 
vocals and his biting guitar licks. After 
opening with the sizzling ‘‘Prove Your 
Love,” he recruits David Hidalgo of Los 
Lobos to apply an accordion twist to 
“Ain't Nothin’ Goin’ On." Little else is a 
departure from forms we've heard before, 
and yet Walker consistently imparts fresh 
energy to an old genre. While he uses a 
familiar vocabulary when he makes his 
guitar talk, his terse statements ring with 
conviction. His solos over the slow groove 
of “City of Angels” are especially 
expressive, and the closer, ‘'I’ll Get to 
Heaven on My Own," sung with only his 
own slide guitar accompaniment, shows 
that he keeps in touch with the Delta 
roots. Last year's The Gift had more 
poignant moments, but with Blue Sout, 
Walker proves his staying power. (Joe 
Louis Walker plays Friday, Dec. 29th at 
Larry Blake's in Berkeley, and Friday, Jan 
5th at Slim's in San Francisco.)

My Dad Is Dead, The Taller You 
Are, The Shorter You Get

| have no idea what the title of this 
album is supposed to imply, but it does 
express the genuine but portentous 
ideas of My Dad Is Dead-dude Mark 
Edwards, who wrote and played almost 
all the songs on this strange double LP 
“The Big Picture," for instance, takes 
an intensely adolescent view of life in 
general: ‘| could spend my whole life 



















thinking about what.is important about 
me,"’ Edwards intones, and that pretty 
much sums up what he does for the 
rest of the album, even though the 
song's ‘‘chorus" goes, ‘sometimes 
what really matters/doesn't really mat- 
ter."’

Barbara Borden and Sheilah_—.

The identities these two women estab- 
lished in their respective groups, Alive! and 
Nicholas, Glover and Wray, have little to 
do with the reflective, atmospheric nature 
of this self-produced recording. Borden 
was a solid drummer in the context of the 
Bay Area's preeminent all-women jazz 
quintet, and Glover's fine vocals were in- 
tegral to her popular trio's swinging 
harmonies. But Lady of the Serpent Snake 
drifts into the quite different territory of 
new age/inspirational/world music. Borden 
sets seductive rhythms on varied percus- 
sion and Glover floats her spacy key- 
boards and improvised, wordless vocals 
through the mix. Akin to the celestial syn- 
thesizer travels of Kitaro, Borden and 
Glover's music is less precious than the 
latest work of that popular Japanese 
space-music wizard. Misty and dreamy 
textures abound, synthesized flutes add 
pretty melodic themes, and the myriad 
percussion effects warp the temporal and 
spatial perspectives. The natural and 
spiritual allusions are crystallized in such 
titles as “Land's End," “Moon Jelly” and 
“Wings Over Water.’ But the musical 
content is meatier than most meditation 
music, with a strong sense of communica- 
tion between the artists.

N GREEK legend, Phaedra 

was the daughter of Minos 

and the wife of Theseus. She 

killed herself, due in part to 

her illicit love for her stepson, 
the eternally virginal Hippolytus, 
who had rejected her advances. In 
modern San Francisco, however, 
Phaedra is a Hollywood-born 
blues singer who recently moved to 
the Bay Area after living for 15 years 
in Amsterdam. She claims to have 
famous Hollywood parents, and 
that, if she revealed her real name, 
we'd know it right off. 

Tanya Jackson from Bay Area 
Entertainment told me the story of 
the modern Phaedra over the phone 
the other day, and it’s pretty special. 
As a singer, Phaedra was a pretty 
big deal over in Amsterdam. When 
she first moved there she was some- 
thing of a street person, but ended 
up marrying a Dutch man, and 
eventually got it together and re- 
leased Up Against the Wall, a 
record she produced herself on her 
own label, Tough Records. Ap- 
parently it was well received, both in 
the stores and on the radio. And ap- 
parently she played a gig with Julio _ 
Iglesias years ago, and He opened up 
for her. And (this is the best one), in 
1987 she sang at Jim Morrison’s 
grave in Paris for a memorial ser- 
vice held by the French chapter of - 
the Hell’s Angels. 

So with everything coming up 
roses in Europe, why come back to 
America, where no one’s even heard 
of her? One major reason is that she 
claims her songs have been stolen 
by none other than George Michael 
and Cyndi Lauper and she’s come 
back to sort the whole mess out. A 
lawsuit, I’m told, is in the works. 
Hard to believe? Like the life and 
times of Yma Sumac, the story 
sounds so good that, if it is all hog- 
wash, I think I'd rather not know.

Tabu Ley 
Rochereau and 
Orchestra Afrisa 
International 


Given Northern California’ affin- 
ity for World Beat, the Bay Area 
appearance of Zairean singer 
and bandleader, Tabu Ley (aka 
Seigneur Rochereau), is long 
overdue. For 30 years, he has 
been influencing the course of 
African pop, through such bands 
as the legendary Kalle and 
African Jazz, African Fiesta (with 
Dr. Nico), and his own African 
Fiesta National, which has evolved 
into the current 22-piece Orche- 
stra Afrisa International, featur- 
ing vocalists Faya Tess and 
Beyou Ciel. After the recent 
passing of Franco, Tabu Ley is 
the most prominent promulgator 
of soukous. His new album, 
Babeti Soukous, was recorded 
live for Peter Gabriel’s ambitious 
Real World Records (Virgin) 
label, and exhibits the full range 
of sounds — kwassa-kwassa, 
madiaba, rhumbas, soukous — 
with which Tabu Ley Rochereau 
fills his marathon concerts.
